NARROWLY ESCAPES BEING SWINDL ED. 


Richard Kuebler Is Nearly Victimized by 
Landsharks. 

Richard Kuebler, who owns a saloon at 
No. 2535 Cottage Grove avenué, was the hap- 
piest man in the city last night. According 
to his story, he had saveil his place of busi- 
ness from the hands of landsharks who were 
to take his saloon in exghinge for Wisconsin 
land which was not worth the cost of the 
paper for the abstract. 

Two weeks ago, Mr. Kuebler said, a man 
came to him and offered him eighty acreseof 
land in Chippewa County. The land, the 
owner said, was worth $15 an acre. As 
Kuebler wanted $1,500 for his satoon, the 
land-owner offered to give him $300 and the 
Wisconsin land for $1,200, 


from Chippewa Falhs. 
was told was a four-room housé, one log ad- 
dition, barn, and sheds. 

Kuebler went to Wisconsin on Wriday. He 
spent $20 in railroad fare and when he in- 
quired for the location of the land he was in- 
formed it was thirty-two miles from the city. 
Kuebler hired a buggy, and with snow a foot 
deep, after a six-hours’ drive found thé prom- 
ised land. 

- To his great surprise there was no sign of 
a house, sheds, or plowed land, Nothing but 
stumps covered the eighty acres of property. 

Kuebler took the next train to Chicago, re- 
turning in time to cancel a recorded bill of 
sale for his saloon. 

“IT went to the police station to have the 
man arrested,”’ he said last night, “but was 
told at Haffison street they could not do 
anything. The clerk in Chippewa Falls told 
me. he had. received over 100 letters from 
Chicago people about this same land. The 
land is not worth 50 cents an acre.”’

MILWAUKEE GAMBLERS ARE RAIDED, 


Chief Janssen Says Work of the Civic 
Federation Is Not to Be Undone. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 9.—[Special.]—Chief 
of Police Janssen began a war of extermina- 
tion on gambling in Milwaukee tonight. 
The police raided three of the principal 
gambling houses and captured twenty-seven 
players and keepers and a large amount of 
paraphernalia. The houses raided were the 
Wisconsin club, run by Newman & Goron at 
No. 208 West Water street; John Slaughter, 
at No. 108 Wells street; and Gus Koch, at No. 
417 Hast Water street. In every one of the 
places the police were forced to break in the 
doors in order to gain an entrance. 

All of the gambling houses*in the city 
closed up last summer when the Civic Fed- 
eration first began its wdr on gambling, but 


some of them quietly, opened their doors 


about a month ago. 

Chief Janssen says: “‘No gambling will be 
tolerated, with my knowledge, as long as I 
am Chief of Police.”

Plants Are Stolen. 

The detectives, however, did not get to 
work until after the show was under way, 
and as a result $75 worth of blossoms fofind 
their way out a back window on Tuesday 
night, and presumably into the hands of 
street men. When the officers finally did get 
to work they found that the employés were 
surreptitiously removing flowers and putting 
them in corners where they could be gath- 
ered up at a minute’s notice and passed out 
a window. It was also discovered that ex- 
hibits were being so moved about that they 
could be easily gathered up and made off 
with after the close of the show. 

Members of the society Kept so near the 
hiding places, without apparently watching, 
that the men who had “‘planted’’ the flowers 
were afraid to remove them, though they 
managed to make séveral other piles of 
choice blossoms, all of which were reported 
by the detectives, who had ingratiated them-

Marched Out of Doers. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Rudd came to the 
conclusion that he had evidence enough.

The 
men tried to bluff the matter out, but made 
poor work of it.

Out 
of this prosperity comes closer ties of com- 
merce and trade, which assure the unity of 
States and the perpetuity of that union. 
‘‘My friends, rest assured that the people of 
Chicago and the Northwest will always wel- 
come their brothers from Tennessee, and 
that all bitterness—if it ever existed—has 
gone and is forgotten. 
are all citizens of sister States of a réunited 
country, having one language, and knowing 
but one flag, which we will forever stand to- 
gether to defend. 
‘The people of our section say to you to- 
day, in the language ef Daniel Webster: 
“Standing hand to hand-and clasping

Gov. Altgeld Is Heard. 

After Mr. Peck had finished there were 
calls for Gov. Altgeld, and the Chief Execu- 
tive of the State of Illinois, being introduced 
by Adjutant-General Orendorff, said: 

“We are greatly impressed with the cor- 
diality of your welcome. We are meeting 
with such a warm welcome that some of us 
will be loth to leave. When your invitation 
reached Chicago to visit your city en route 
to Atlanta there was unanimity on the part 
of our citizens in favor of accepting. 

“The people of the North are watching the 
people of the South. There is a new era 
opening up for you. There is a spirit of 
activity pervading the country. There will 
come « time when whole cities will put on a 
renewed activity. We are pleased to see 
that the sectional lines are being obliter- 
ated. Under such government as we have 
it is necessary for the people to stand with 
their faces toward the sun. 

“We welcome the day and celebrate the 
day that sectionalism is at last dying. The 
time is here when the people both of the 
North and South: will settle all problems 
that may arise without any reference to 
past. differences. 

“Our people have come to the South pure- 
ly on a social visit. We have come to honor 
you and to be known by you, and we are 
delighted at the welcome we have received. 

“We regret that the condition of the 
weather has interfered with your arrange- 
inents. We do not hoid you responsible for 
the weather, especially as“you are south of 
the Ohio River. North of this they some- 
times hold the State and city governments 
responsible, but they do not down South. 
We will carry away with us delightful rec- 
oliections of this day and your reception.”’ 

Then the First Regiment Illinois National 
Guard band was given its first inming. It 
had just come in and hardly had its instru- 
ments in order, but it played ‘‘Dixie,”’ and 
as the stirring air went through the big hall 
there was a whoop and a yell which ought 
to have been heard in Chicago. 


Mayor Swift's Speech. 

After the cheers had died out Mr. Peck 
introduced Mayor Swift, who said: ‘ 

“In the name of the City of Chicago 
thank you for your warm welcome, and ac- 
cept it with genuine pleasure be@ause the 
people of my own city have quite recently 
shown their warm regard for our brethren 
of the Sunny South. 

“On the last National Memorial day—that 
day of tender recollections for our soldier 
dead; that day which stands upon the cal]- 
endar of the time as the grandest monument 
ever conceived to the peace that follows 
pain—on that day North and South united 
at Chicago—a unity, a harmony, a fraternal 
feeling destined, we trust, to be as enduring 
as, the granite pillars there raised to the 
memory of Confederate dead. Z 

“I know, and my fellow visitors know, 
that we are here among friends and broth- 
ers—nay, more, we are here because you 
are friends and brothers. The community 
of sentiment uniting us all is.a glorious 
testimony to the fraternal love and glowing 
patriotism that have welded our great peo- 
ple into one of the mightiest nations on the 
globe. ; 

“You have a beautiful city, and in one re- 
spect I will frankly confess it surpasses my 
own, You will appreciate the immensity of 
the confession from a Chicago man. My 
city must: assert itself to reach high places, 
but you have merely to stretch out your 
hands and welcome the good things that 
come to you. I can prove this from holy 
writ, for, as you know, ‘a city that is set on 
a hill cannot be hid.’ I envy this city, its 
fine natural location, but rejoice with you, 
my brethren, in its high reputation, fouhd- 


- ed mainly upon the character of its men and 


women. 

“We are all wanting for the better and 
more informal greetings of personal inter- 
course where we can grasp one another’s 


' hands in hearty good will and fellowship 


during the few pleasant hours of our stay 
here, and from the depths of our hearts we 
thank you for your generous welcome,”’ 


Became More Informal. 

After this the proceedings grew more in- 
formal. Every one was glad to be there 
and the speeches were all in a congratula- 
tory vein, % 
‘ Maj. J. W. Thomas, President of the 
Tennessee Centennial Exposition, conclud- 
<n an eloquent address, in which he 
said: ) 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
representatives of the City of Chicago and 
the great State of Illinois: On behalf of the 
Tennessee Centennial, an organization 


which has undertaken to celebrate the 100th | 


anniversary of our Statehood, I am dele- 
gated to unite with my fellow-citizens in 
extending to you a most hearty welcome. 

“We Tennesseeans justly regard Chicage 
as,the most enterprising city in this great 
Nation. The erection and dedication of a 
Confederate monument in your city under 
the auspices of the Chicago Southern 
States’ Association shows that your people 
are broad and liberal minded and know how 
to appreciate the motives of men whose 
views may differ from yours and has en- 
deared your organization and your city to 
the entire South. 

“But the crowning glory of your city was 


} the Columbian Exposition, a great object 


lesson costing $36,000,000, wherein you 
showed to 28,000,000 of people from this and 
other countries the progress of the world in 
civilization during the last 400 years. We 
are giad to meet the representatives of such 
an enterprising city and of the great'State 
of Illinois, and regret that you will pass 
from Nashville to Atlanta in the darkness 
of night, as the line over which you go is 
historic ground, over which contending 
armies have trod and have consecrated 
many fields by the valor of American sol- 
diery in a cause which both sides believed to 
be right.

Recalls the Monument. 


** When by erectinga granite shaft to the 
memory of out Southern dead in your city 
you held out the olive branch, I cheerfuliy, 
giadly accepted it. So it does me more good 
to welcome you than it would a like company 
from any other portion of thia land. If the 
results of the late conflict mean anything 
they mean that we are forever to bea united 
peeple, with one country and one flag. 

‘“*T alweys contended that it was an ill- 
advised conflict precipitated by the politicians 
of the country in advance of and contrary to 
the wishes of the people; but when it came I 
felt bound to take the side of my people, 

‘* And right here let me bear testimony to 
the fact that of all the game and stubborn 
fighters 1 ever had unything to do with 
Illinois produced them. If there is a 
survivor of the Second Illinois Cavalry 
here I want to take him by 
hand. Now drink and be merry for we are 


a.i Americans.| Down here we are with you 


people of Chicago for closer social and com- 
mercial relatiors.”’ 

The cheering that follawed Gen. Jacksor’s 
utterances not cniy gratified him but ail the 
Nashville people present. It was a love feast 
such as only occurs once in a lifetime to 
many persons. : . 

Pgesident Peck, on behalf of the Chica- 
goans, thanked the General for his ‘** magnifi- 
vently expresged sentimert,”’ and said he felt 
sure no part of the tour would be more mem- 
orable to all than this vigit to Belle Meade. 
Then he introduced Bishop Faliows, who be- 
gan by referring to a war phenomenon that 
no great battle was ever fought without be- 
ing accompanied by a heavy rain. 

Why It Rained, 

‘*And whenilI saw,” he continued, ** that 

there was tc be a sham battle, in which old 


Union and Confederate soldiers were to take - 


part—the bravest men that ever faced each 
other in real battle—there is no wonder it 
rains. For the Union soidiers I can say that 
it was not mere loveof conquest that sent 
them South to fight. 
the sentiment expressed by Ruth when she 


said: 

** Whither thou goest I will go; thy people 
shall be my people and thy,God my God. 

“The North said to the South: *We could 
not in God’s good providence afford to let 
you go, and by the grace of that goodness we 
are to go on as one Nation, carrying one flag 
and serving one God,’ ”’ 

Then the Bishop repeated a remedy sug- 
gested by dnother Bishap he once heard taik 
on the subjectin Cincinnati for compietely 
obliterating sectional lines and sectional feel- 
ings between the North and South.

This incident started 
the oratory ib a direction that must have con- 
vinced any one present, who had any doubt 
about it, that Mason and Dixon’s line had 
been completely wiped off the maps.

Havana, Nov. 9.—It is now admitted, even 
in official circles, that the insurgents have 
recently made such progress in the different 
provinces.they are operating in And that they

There is no doubt the headquarters of 
Captain-General Martinez de Campos, the 
City of Santa Clara, capital of the province 
of that name, is being slowly but surely 
invested by the insurgent forces. They are 
advancing from all sides, but mainly from the 
Province of Puerto Principe. 

Maximo Gomez, the insurgent Command- 
er-in-Chief, has crossed the borders with 
a considerable body of men and is now en- 
camped near Siguanea, south of the impor- 
tant. town of Sancti Spiritus, which is occu- 
pied by a considerable body of Spanish 
troops, and which is one of the points where 
the Captain-General recently established 
a heliograph station in order totry and Keep 
up communication between the cities of 
Santa Clara and Puerto Principe. 

But that route is now occupied by the in- 
surgents, and the roads recently traversed 
by the Captain-General when he so narrowly 
escaped death or capture, a bullet passing 
through his saddlebag and eight bullets go- 
ing through his long military cloak, are now 
in possession of the insurgents, and it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, for the Span- 
ish commander to maintain comnmunication 
with Puerto Principe. |

TAX ON OVERHANG STILL IN FORCE. 
Rule to Stand for the L. M. Y. A. Season 
of 18906—Oflicers Elected. 

The old fight of Lake Michigan yachtsmen 
as to whether the overhang of the modern 
yacht should be taxed in measuring boats 
for racing was gone over again yesterday 
afternoon at the annual meeting of the Lake 
Michigan Yachting Association, held at the 
Sherman House. It was finally decided by 
a close vote the rule should stand for the 
season of 1806 as it was this year—that one- 
third of the overhang should be added to 
the load water line length and the square 
root of the sail area, and the whole divided 
by two to obtain the racing length of any 
sailing yacht. This practically means that 
one-sixth of the overhang shall be added to 
the racing length of the yacht if measured 
without this tax. 

By the association rules next year open 
boats and cabin craft will be classed to- 
gether in the smaller classes, as the division 
of these two types makes too many small 
classes. It was decided to class boats for 
racing by racing. length, as in the past. 
Steam yachts will be taken care of this com- 
ing season as never before in the associa- 
tion. A committee of three—George War- 
rington of Chicago, Chairman; C. J. Will- 
iams of Milwaukee, and E. C. Berriman of 
Chicago—was appointed by the President 
to make suitable arrangements for a steam 
yacht regatta some time during the season. 

EE. P.Warner was unanimously selected to 
succeed himself as President of the associa- 
tion. C. O. Andrews, Lincoln Park Yacht 
Club, succeeded himself as Secretary, and 
Robert Hayes, Columbia Yacht club, was 
elected Treasurer.

July, Racine, Milwaukee, Manitowoc, and 
Green Bay following in close order, so as to 
make an annual cruise for ali the clubs at 
that time. About two weeks would be re- 
quired for the schedule. The Chicago Yacht 
club made formal application for member- 
ship in the association and this will be acted 
upon at the next meeting. Ildo Ramsdell, 
for the Columbia club, proposed an amend- 
ment to the constitution changing the plan 
of representation of clubs in the associa- 
tion. 

It was represented that the smaller clubs 
had just the same voice in meetings as the 
larger ones, which-he did not regard as fair, 
and moved that for every 300 feet of racing 
length in each club fleet one delegate shoudd 
be allowed, and for each additional 300 feet 
of length, or more than half that amount, an 
additional delegate should be allowed. Where 
boats are enrolled in two or more clubs they 
shall be counted in but one organization.

NEW YORK YACHTSMEN INDIGNANT. 


Earl Dunraven’s Charges of Fraud in 
the Cup Races Preposterous. 

New York, Nov. 9.—Members of the New 
York Yacht club express indignation at the 
intimation by Lord Dunraven that there 
was fraud in the measurement of the yacht 
Defender prior te the America cup race. 
Commodore James D. Smith; Chairman of 
the America Cup committee, said today:

The statement is clearly a final effort to excuse 
defeat. It is an attack scarcely worthy of note.

London, Nov. §.—[Special to New York 
World.]—Lord Dunraven’s public statement 
is received with regret in yachting as well 
as in other influential circles of English 
opinions, in so far as it must revive and even 
intensify the bitterness which immediately 
followed by consent.

YERKES MAKES REPLY TO LEITER, 


Advocates Van Buren Street Scheme and 
Talks of Storage Batteries. 

Charles T. Yerkes has much to say concern- 
ing the union elevated loop in reply to L. Z, 
Leiter’s interview ptblished in Tux Trisune 
yesterday, as telegraphed from Washington, 
where Mr. Leiter has just arrived from Eu- 
rope. Mr, Leiter leads the opposition to the 
plan of building the proposed loop on Van 
Buren street and favors the Harrison street 


loop, as was first proposed. 

*“ There is no question about the fact the 
Van Buren street people who oppose our 
plan do so from selfish motives,” said Mr. 
Yerkes, ‘“*Two of thess men have confessed 
to me quite recently their reasons for oppos- 
ing the Van Buren street route was not be- 
cause they objected to the road on that street, 
but because they want iton Harrison street, 
where they own property which would be 
much benefited :f it had better transportation 
facilities. These people lose sight of the fact 
hundreds of thousands of people on the 
North and West Sides of the city want the 
loop on Van Buren street, or even further 
north, if possibile, 

** Loops should always be as small as possi- 
ble. The south side of the elevated loop 
should be on Madison street. Then it would 
be exactly in the heart of the business cen- 
ter. We would prefer to have it there and 
will build it as far north as possible for that 
reason. The question of first cost, as Mr. 
Leiter seems to think, does not enter into the 
question at ail, Asa matter of fact the Van 
Buren street route will cost much more than 
the Harrison street route, even after taking 
into consideration the extra cost of a longer 
loop. | 
; Reason of Opposition, 

‘**Van Buren street needs the loop. The 
majority of the property fronting on the 
street would be benefited by it. This would 
not be trueof the property at Dearborn and 
Van Buren streets, where the new office 
buildings are located. Mr. Leiter’s interests 
in that vicinity account for his opposition. 
The people are accustomed to let ‘the street 
car.com panies fight such things alone, prob- 
ably with the idea they will win in the end, 
any way.”’ 

Having disposed of the Van Buren street 
vs. Harrison street controversy, Mr. Yerkes 
turned his attention to the Wabash avenue 
side of the loop. In speaking of the men who 
were active to the spectacular point in oppos- 
ing tho Wabash avenue route until they re- 
ceived a fat recompense in the shape of a 
check in payment for a change of mind, Mr, 
Yerkes said:

Chicago public school teachers and em- 


ployés will be assessed the first year less” 


than two mills on the dollar of salary for the 
support of the pension fund, This will yield 
$8,000 income for the fund, more than 
probably will be needed. 

The law provides all male teachers who 
have served twenty-five years in public 
schools and all femalé teachers who have 
served twenty years similarly may be retired 
provided three-fifths of the 
term of s¢rvyice shall have been in Chicago.

The salaties of many 
racge from $2,000 to $2,500, and they are 
not in a hurry to jeaye their work to receive 
only $600, even though it be for no work, 
Of the five teachers whom the Board of Edu- 
eation willicause to retire three are women 
andtwo are men, Their names have pot 
been disclosed.

There is a provision of the Jaw that the 
pension tund shail have added to it all 
moneys received from donations and be- 
quests.

Charies'S. Thornton of the Board of Edu- 
cation, whojis particularly interested in the 
pension funil matter, gaid yesterday: ‘* The 
benefit to\the service which will come from 
the operation of the pension law cannot be 
overestimated.

Heretofore teachers wno had nothing to 
look forward to as a means of support were 
constantly thinkmg @nd working for some 
change to other work or other fieids which 
would better their condition and allow them a 
certainty in’ the future. Now these teachers 
can and will take a deeper interest in their 
work, and the schools cannot fail to be bene. 
fited. | 
“Comparatively few teachers save those 
who are atitially physically incapacitated toa 
point beyond dispute will, to ny mind, vol- 
untarily retire.

* Chicago, Iil., Nov. 9,—Prof. Laughlin, 
University of Chicago: You are reported in 
the, press to have said at a public meeting 
Nov. 5, in Kent Hail, University of Chicago, 
to the students and others present that what- 
ever might be charged against one of the 
founders of the oil monopoly, no one could 
say he had accumulated his millions 
any way that interfered with the accumula- 
tions of others. In 1885 the Supreme Court 
of Ohio found, aa reported in Vol. 48 of the 
Ohio State Reports, the monopoly had a 
freight contract with the Lake Shore railroad 
*to keep the price down for the favored cus- 
tomer and up for al! others,’ and she court 
said: ‘The inevitab.e tendency and effect of 
this contract was to enabie this company to 
ruin ali other operators and drive them out of 
the business,’ and the court annulled the con- 
tract as ‘unlawful.’ With tne help of such 
unlawful contracts the capital ofthe oil imo- 
nopoly has increased ia thirty years from 
nothing to hundreds of millions of dollars. 

“If this were not a public matter you 
would not have discussed it at a public meet- 
ing. Allow me, therefore, toask a question 
of you as the head of one of the most im- 
portant departments of political ecouomy in 
the country. If this way of accumulating 
millions by the help of unlawful contracts to 
ruin ail other operators is not an interference 
with the accumulation of others, what is the 
‘scientific’ name [or it, and for the kind of 
political economy which commends it for im- 
itation to the young men and women of the 
country ? Henny D. Liaoypn.”’

The movement for the proposed improve- 
ment gained its first impetus at a meeting at 
the résidence of A. T. Hodge, Morse avenue 
and Center street. L, G. Kirkland was Presi- 
dent and H. D. Overdier Secretary. The re- 
cent act of the Legislature touching the 
power of the people to form park districts 
was explained by Secretary Clarke of the 
Sheridan Road Association, and a letter from 
George P, Merrick touching tne taxation mat- 
ter was read. An extract from the letter fol. 
lows: 

Tn order to present the matter fairly be- 
fore the voters of your district, you should 
ascertain the equalized assessment of the ter- 
ritory for the last year. Assume, for example, 
it amounts to $1,000,000. The generai tax 
to be levied under the park law is .our mills 
on the dollar, or $4,000, annually. It is not 
reasonable to expect much could be accom- 
plished with this amount, ,still something 
could be done with it. In addition to this 
general tax, the board has the power to issue 
bonds to the extent of 3 per cent of the ascer- 
tained equalized assessed valuation; amount- 
ing to $30,000. The third method of obtain- 
ing money is by special assessment. The act, 
however, is guarded in this respect, to the end 
that the Commissioners themseives have no 
power to make such an assessment, The Col- 
lector, Supervisor, and Assessor of the town 
(which in your case would be the Town of 
Evanston) have the sole power in this matter, 
The extent of the assessment depends on the 
confirmation of the assessment by the court, 
so that, all things being considered, I have 
never deemed it an oppressive provision of 
the law.”’ 

After a full discussion of the park matter 
the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : , 

**Resolved, That it is the set.se of this meet- 
ing the territory includmg all that portion of 
the Townsbip of Evanston lying within the 
present limits of the City of Chicago be or.

| URGENT NEED OF FUNDS. 


STATUS OF METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH EXTENSION WORK, 


Big Churches Have Absorbed Funds 
That Might Have Been Used in Start- 
ing New Ones in Neglected Commu- 
nities—Radical Changes in Rules 
Regarding Finances—Prominent 
Members of the Conference Enter- 
tained at Dinner at Union League. 


The closing sessions of the Church Ex- 
tension Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church were held yesterday. At the morn- 
ing meeting the delegates considered the 
report which will be presented to the general 
conference of the Methodist Church which 
will be held in May, 1896, at Cleveland, O. 
This report will represent the work of the 
Society for the last four years, and also its 
recommendations for future work. Conse- 
quently the adherents of various plans were 
very zealous in insisting on fair representa- 
tion of the feeling of the body. 

The question concerning which there was 
the greatest difference of opinion was as to 
the propriety of recommending a limitations 
Clause which will prevent assistance being 
rendered to churches costing more than $10,- 
000. The champions both for and against 
such a ruling were enthusiastic. By the 
members of the board in Philadelphia and by 
Dr. Kynett, the founder of the society, it 
was maintained that the originai purpose of 
the society is being rapidly departed from. 
The society was founded for the purpose of 
assisting poor and needy churches in poor 
localities, and particularly on the frontier. 
Instead of that during the last four years 
several very costly churches have been as- 
sisted, resulting in a great decrease in the 
number of needy churches which have re- 
ceived. help. Also in many places where a 
great field would be opened up for church 
work by planting small churches ‘a depleted 
treasury has confronted the board, and the 
cries for aid have failed to receive responses, 
With this feeling in the matter the board in 
its report recommends to the general Con- 
ference that a strict limit be placed that no 
church costing more than $10,000 shall re- 
ceive assistance except in the most extraor- 
dinary cases. : 

On the other hand, Bishop Goodsell, Dr. 
Neeley, and others maintained that aid 
would not be asked by any church unless 
urgently needed, and that, whether costly 
or not, the Methodist Church could not af- 
ford to refuse aid when needed. Bishop 
Foss, President of the society and a resi- 
dent of Philadelphia, where he witnessed 
the straits into which the board has often 
been thrown by the large amounts of money 
which have been granted churches which 
appealed for aid as exceptions to the lim- 
itation rule, was earnestly in favor of the 
recommendation, He presided over the 
meeting yesterday morning and once arose 
from the chair to address the meeting. 

The discussion on the limitation rule was 
brought about by Dr. Neeley, who, after it 
was read from the report, moved that the 
limitation be stricken out. He then showed 
the great injustice of refusing aid to a 
church. when in need because it was a cost- 
ly church. Many a valuable church proper- 
ty could be saved by a little timely assist- 
ance, which otherwise wouid be lost to the 
church. 

Bishop Hurst then objected to the limit es- 
tablished. ‘‘We must measure the need, 
not the cost of the church,”’ he said. 


Big Churches Were Aided. 

Dr. Kynett, who was largely responsible 
for the limitation rule, said: ‘“‘The original 
purpose of this society was to aid poor and 
needy churches in poor localities. Wewould 
thus enable poor communities to have a re- 
ligious home. This idea was not departed 
from until recently and what has been the 
result? We assisted two churches, one cost- 
ing $190,000and the other $150,000, giving 
each the sum of $10,000, an amount which 
would have sufficed to build eighty churehes 
of the kind which we originaHy intended to 
build. When appeals came in from the little 
churches which needed but little money -to 
earry them along we were forced to refuse 
them assistance. More and more applica- 
tions came in for assistance to costly church- 
es and our treasury was kept constantly de- 
pleted. In the one year of 1894 we dropped 
down in the number of churches assisted 254. 
and in a great measure because we had given 
our money for the large churches to get on 
their feet. I tell you this very thing has 
made us hear the rattle of the undertaker’s 
wagon, and the existence of the society asa 
potent force is threatened.’’ 

Dr. Spencer was allowed to give some fig- 
ures to strengthen the stand taken by the 
board. He said: “Every large church we 
assist makes an enemy of forty small ones 
which we are unable to assist because of the 
large sums of money given to the large 
churches. As a result we meet criticism 
from all sides. The members of rich churches 
are willing to assist the smaller churches, 
but do not care to give money to build large 
and costly edifices. As a result we have not 
received the proper help from either the 
rich or the poor churches. The following 
will show how our collections have de- 
creased during the last four years, and we 
attribute the decrease to the fact that so 
much of our money has been given to the 
larger churches. In 1892 the amount collect- 
ed from the-conferences for this work was 
$158,900; in 1898, $154,000; in 1894, $139,100: 
and in 1895, $127,000. The cause of this de- 
crease was our granting money where we 
should not have done, and we must remedy 
this s@ that such condition of affairs will not 
contfnue.”’ 


f Final Session Proceedings. 

The final session was held from 2:30 until 
5 o'clock yesterday, and aside from amend- 
ing the report of the Committee on Revision 
of the report to be made to the General Con- 
ference little was done. There was evident 
a general desire for an opportunity to make 
a fuller report to the General Conference 
concerning the future rules of the society, 
but the lay members were unable to remain 
longer and the business will be left for the 
society representatives present at the con- 
ference next May. . 

Bishop Hurst presided over the final meet- 
ing. The Committee on Revision of the Re- 
port made the following recommendation, 
which was adopted. Instead of the absolute 
ruling that no church costing more than 
$10,000 shall receive help, the following was 
inserted: 

It has been found to be impossible to con- 
sider the applications of churches costing 
more than $10,000, and yet treat all with 
equal fairness. Therefore this society is 
persuaded that churches of this class 
should not be encouraged to apply for as- 
istance, and should net be given assistance 
except under extraordinary conditions. 
Therefore we beg the general conference 
that it will institute rules whereby this ob- 
ject may be attained and our funds con- 
served for the benefit of poor and needy 
congregations.” | 

After the reading of the journal the £o- 
ciety adjourned to meet in Philadelphia in 
November, 1896. 

The lay members of the society will re- 
turn to their homes, while the Bishops will 
remain for the session to be held with the 
Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education 
Society.

FOR AN AEMY POST AT CHICKAMAUGA, 


New Project by the Government That Has 
an Extensive Scope, 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Nov. 9.—[Special.]— 
Anarmy post for the quartering of both in- 
fantry and cavalry of the reguiar army and 
recruiting men for the two branches of the 
service will be established at Chickamauga 
Park, Ga., within a year.

sought for in a model range for target prac- 
tice with the wide extent of level country re- 
quired for drill purposes. 

No inkling of the proposed military post 
has gotten outin Washington owing to the ne- 
cessity to secure from the next Congress 
ample appropriation to establish soldiers’ 
quarters and make appropriate improvements 
on the National Park. 

There will be a rifle range, also a range for 
artillery practice three miles long. Besides 
being a training ground for the soldiers, a

He has 
given a good deai of atiention to municipal 
taxation. Last evening,.in speaking of the 
now pending question of a remedy for the 
present inadequate and unequal .nethod of 
levying taxes, he said: : 

‘‘In considering the purchase of some prop- 
erty in New Yark r ecentiy I found there ex; 
ists there a goad déal of the same uncertainty 
and inequality complained of in Chicago, 
growing largely out of the fact, as property is 
not assessed at its real value, the question of 
real value is'often disregarded, the taxation 
of fractions of Value bemg necessarily a very 
uncertain thing. In looking at property tn 

Boston I found the condition much vetter, and 

the assessment of property generaily more 

equable and just, as: real value there is the 


only measure of assessment, 
“Tknow of! no language to characterize 


the vicious and) inequabie system—if system’ 


itcan be calied—pursued in Chicago. The 
power conterred on the tax assessor here, 
and he often by no means fitted for the piace, 
to decide aroitrarily just what por- 
tion of the tax burden shail. be im- 
posed on each piece of property, aggre- 
gating thousands of millions of dollars 
in value, and where often the real vglue is 
not even considered, is the most gnomalous, 
the most. unjust. and the most dangerous 
power ever Gonierred upon one man in any 
country civilized or uneivilized, and has no 
historical parailel. 
Apathy Remarkable. 

‘‘The general apathy and indifference in 
this matter, when you stop to cousider, is 
most extraoriiipary. Yet taxation bas aiways 
been. and | is now the most imn- 
portant function of civil government, 
and the mdost effective arguinent for 
the overthrow of existing governments, 
It hardly adds to the absurdity of our method 
that the one Man with whom the power of as- 
sessment is lodged is given only-tour month: 
in which to justiy and intelligently value the 
whole of the property, real and personal, in 
the entire South Division of this great c ty. 
The saine is true of the other two divis- 
ions. The § whole system is not only 
a travesty' on  ~obusiness fair dealing, 
but isa bungling, wretched, and often cor- 
rupt political expedient. 

* I have personally known a piece of real 
property assesded at, say, 25 per cent of its 
salable value and taxed ou 20 per cent of its 
net income, which, | think, 's about the av- 
erage as to central business property, which 
after coming itto the ownership of another 
party was imoediately assessed at only one- 
third of the prévious asséssmenuts. Uf course, 
what is vulgarly called a ‘ pull’ effected that 
change. Ihave recently been offered prop- 
erty, income producing property, that is a-- 
sessed -at | oniy 6 per cent of its 
actual value, and taxed 5 per cent of its 
net income. | Every man who is familiar with 
Chicago property knows how prevalent is this 
gross injustice, which easily accounts for the 
present deficiency in municipal revenue, 

* The seme is true of personal property, in 
even a stil greater degree. Hundreds of 
millions in value of visibie personal property 
are not asses-ed at 10 per cent of the fair 
value. How can we expect adequate munici- 
pal revenue under such @ sysiem? 

Remedy Proposed, 


‘*T have only this to say as to a remedy, 
Obviou-ly the only adequate remnedy is with 
the Legislature, which should enact that all 
property, realiand personal, shall be assessed 
at its real value; that there should be a limi- 
tation on the tax to be levied—say 1 percent; 
that there shail be created a court 
of taxation,|’ composed of three or 
more of the most _intelligeut and 
responsibie  Dusiness-méa. which shall be 
always open for the hearing of petitions and 
complaints, and ‘whose records shali be al- 
ways accessible to inspection by any citizen. 

‘* This court shall carefully value ail prop- 
erty in the ¢ity at its fair salable value, 


which valuxtion shall stand for five years, ex- 


cept as to improvements made upon the prop- 
erty during that time and which shall be as- 
sessed Whe. made. 7 

“Under such a tax administration there is 
no reasonable doubt the city, with the help of 
receipts from) licenses, would be provided 
with ample income, and the fair and just bur. 
den of taxation would be jess than it is at 
present. I have heard it rumored the Real 
Estate Board! of Chicago. whose members 
are, personally. strangers to me, but for 
whose intelligence and integrity I have 
great re:pect, formulated a somewhat similar 
measure to that I have briefly outlined, which 
was defeated in the Legislature by sinister and 
selfish influences intere-ted in perpetuating 
the present corrupting methods. — 

‘*We have in this city some twenty-five or 
more qualified citizens, with an army of clerks 
and bailiffs, administering the civil !a yaffect- 
ing property) rights. They are not cfothed 
with arbitrary, irresponsible authority, but 
their judgments are subject to review by ap- 
veal to higher authority, And yet the prop- 
erty value actualiy coming under their con- 
trol is ‘absoluteiy insignificant comparéd 
to that committed under our most absurd tax 
systern toa sihgie man, often ‘totally ignor- 
ant of values,‘and too often wholly unfitted 
morally for iany place, Moreover. these 
judges have, in the aggregate, years of time 
for the discharge of less important duties than 
this man is expected to perform in the next 
few weeks. 

Alternative Measures. 

**We can have the legislation needed now. 

The Governor can call a specia! session of 


the Legislature, limited to the — con- 
sideration of this one subject, to 
enact a radical, far-reaching law, 


somewhat on the line suggested. If the Gov- 
ernor shail tefuse to ca:l such aspecial ses- 
sion. then tet the city goverament appoint a 
commission ‘of responsible citizens to value. 
all the property in the city, real and personal. 
Such a vaiuathon would be practically con- 
trollimg upop the assessors until a new law 
should be enacted at the next regular session 
of the General Assembly, 

*The villainous system of farmimg out the 
collection of public. revenue, which, under the 
old régime of France, was the most: patent 
influence in Uringing on the revolution ia that 
country, and | which once threatened the over- 
throw of the Russian E:ppire. and which has 


totally undermined the Ottoman Gov- 
ernment, was not and is not more 
barbarous and dangerous than our 


system of distributing the pecuniary burdens 
of municipal government. I am glad the 
want of public revenue has compelled the 
people of Chicago-to look into the whole mat- 
ter of taxation, and we can but hope some- 
thing of lasting geod will come out of the 
present agitation.’ 3

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THERE ARE NO UNDERGROUND SEAS. 


Expose of a Myth About an Alleged 
| Western Phenomenon. 

“Stories about a great subterranean lake 
or sea beneath Nebraska, Kansas, and 4 
part of Indian Territory are going the 
rounds of the press,”’ said Robert T. Hill of 
the United States geologi@al survey in th 
Pittsburg Commercial-Gazette. *‘They .are 
accompanhied by details relating to the bot- 
toinless ponds occupying areas wher 
patches of land have sunk and disappeared. 
Other reported phenomena supposed to be 
in the same connection are roaring wells in 
which water ebbs and flows. 

“Such tales. become current periodically. 
So far as the wells are concerned, they are 
based on fact. I myself have seen a number 
of wells in which the water rose and fell at 
intervals, This is not an uncommon phe- 
homenon in parts of the West. It hasa re- 
lation to changés of the barometer. Whei 
the barometer’ is high the pressure of the 
atmosphere being greater, the water in such 
wells and springs stands at a low level, On 
the other hand, when the mercury in the 
glass is low, the diminished pressure permits 
the water to rise: The surface level varies 
from day to night, for the same reason. 

“There are: many phenomena connected 
with western welis and springs which are 
calculate to excite the attention of the ob- 
Server from the East. They are puzzling 
sometimes even to a scientific studenf. 
have never seen a well that roared, but I 
know no reason why such a thing may 
not happen There are wells from which 
currents of air come up. Stories are told 
oF magnetic weils, in the neighborhood of 
which the reedle of the compass is affected. 
I never saw one, and no facts appear to 
Support this peculiar yarn. Water is the 
most common substance in the world, and 
there is nothing about which so much hum- 
bug exists. 

“The most remarkable well I have ever 
seen was on the old battlefi@ld of Stone 
River, in Tennessee. A man digging for 
water struck an underground stream. He 
made the hole big enough to hold a water 
wheel. The stream ran the wheel 
pumped water up to the owner’s house. 
Underground streams, of course, are com- 
mon enough. They are frequent in the 
limestone region of Texas, in the gypsum 
region of New Mexico, in the Appalachian 
region, and in the limestone region of lowa 
and Missouri. The yery fact that these 
Streams are flowing shows that they are 
seeking a base level, and hence it is useless 
to try to tap them by artesian wells, be- 
cause the water will not rise. 

“There is no such thing in the world as 
an underground lake or sea. Nevertheless. 
such lakes have been created frequently by 
the imagination of hopeful settlers in the 


West. The truth In this matter was estab- 
lished years ago by the government en- 
gineers, who, under the direction of Col. 


Nettleton, journeyed across the great plains 
of Kansas:and Nebraska. They sounded 
every well they could find, studying the un- 
derground water. Of the fact that there 
was no underground sheet of water they 
made'certain. The wells were like any other 
wells, the water coming from saturated 
rocks below the level of the surface evapora- 
tion.’’ 


RISE OF A GERMAN PEASANT POETESS 


Johanna Ambrosius Has Won a Place for 


Herself on Parnassus. 

New York Post: The name of Johanna 
Ambrosius, the peasant poetess, has within a 
few months becomea bhouseho!d word in every 
German home. The discovery of a new poet 
in that land of song could not of itse!f excite 
our special wonder, but the deep root which 
this woman’s poems seem to have taken 
in the hearts of ail classes ot § her 
countrymen is a_ circumstance suffi. 
cientiy remarkable to arrest tne attention of 
readers everywhere. The life of Johanna 
Am brosius has been ore of hard and humbie 
labor in farmhouse and field. Amid sordid 
cares and physical sutferimgs she fuund con- 
solation for her sorrows by uttering them in 
hopetul, uncomp!aining verse. The only 
sources of her scanty cu.ture were the news- 
papers and the peridaicals, and it was through 
the medium of these that from her home 
in a remote village of Euast Prussia 
her voice reached the outside world, 
These waifs of the poet’s corner at 
last attracted the attention of Prof. 
Schratt-nthal in Pressburg’; he collected 
them, and at Christmas, 18094, they were pub- 
lished. In less than three months a fourth 
edition. had appeared, and new the seventh is 
at hand. These poems have the winning 
beauty of directness and simplicity; their 
language is pure and their construction fauit- 
less; nowhere are we obliged to make ailow- 
apce for the humbieness .of the singer’s sta- 
tion or the neagerness of her educationai op- 
portunitizs. She reveals a genuineness of 
feeling and a lofty spirit of resigna- 
tion which speak at once from h<art 
to heart, and her words found a quick 
response in the imperial! palace and the hum- 
blest home. The Empress, it is said, has 
given her a cottage and provided for her de- 
clining years: tne most distinguished men 
of :etters have spoken in her praise, and 
noW curme:s the news that one of tite great- 


- est of modern song composers has been in- 


spired by the charm of her verse. In the 
near future .we may expect to find the names 
of Johanna Ambrosius and Johannes Brahms 
linked to some lyric gems. The eminence 
as weil as the numnber of the admirers of this 
peasant woman would seem to as<+ure hera 
piace above tne foothilis of the German Par- 
nassu3.

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DISPLAY OF THE AURORA. | 


FIRST EXHIBITION OF THE BEAUTI- 
FUL NORTHERN LIGHTS. 


Observed at Evanston and Points in Iowa 
and Michigan—First Official Snow-Storm 
of the Season Makes Its Appearance= 
Melts as Fast av It Falls and Ruins 
Many Tempers=Weather Man Thinks 
the Weather Will Be a Little Better 

’ Today. 

A display of the aurora borealis was seen 
by the watch at the life saving station in 
Evanston last night. A low-lying bank of 
clouJs along the northern horizon prevented 
R. C. Libberton, the surfman on duty, from 
getting the full benefit of the durora, 
but above the clouds and appearing 
also as if shining from behind them was the 
soft effulgence of the northern lights, with 
delicate tinting common to such displays. 
Light green was the predominant tint, and 
the lignts extended as high as 3o degrees 
from the horizon, Telegraphic reports from 
Keokuk, Ia., and Hoiland, Mich., said the 
aurora was seen in these cities. — 

Officially. the first snow fell iast month. 
That is, keen-eyed observers noted snow 
flakes sparsely scattered descending through 
the. air. Day before yesterday one or two 
belated newspaper men ‘on their way home, 
in the early morning hours, when the weather 


. man is fast asleep and the self-registering in- 


struinents are in sole possession, said they 
saw snow falling. However all these things 
inay be, popularly speaking, the tirst snow 
fall occurred yesterday. 

It was a haif-hearted, draggled, and measly 
sort of snowfali that struggied out of a lot of 
murky, lowlying clouds at 7:50 o'clock yes- 
_terday morning. It was ashamed of itself and 
blubbered down in a wet and tearful sort of 
way that did not improve its appearance 
in any marked degree, A disagreeable tiffeen- 
mile-ao-hour wind carried it out of the North 
and Northwest and flung it spitefully into the 
faces of passers-by, and hurled it down into 
the semi-liquid mud. 

At 1:15 o’ciock in the afternoon it stopped, 
and there was a respite until 7:15 o'clock, 
when there was a spiteful flurry for a few 
minutes, The weather man sniffed con- 
temptuously at it and refused to speak 
of it otherwise than as ‘* precipitation.”’ He 
exp'ained that for four or five days past there 
have been two well-detined areas of ** nigh”’ 
in the East and West and ua persistent *“‘low”’ 
that has pushed its way up from the South 
between them. These conditions, north winds 
and a temperature of 32°, caused yesterday a 
precipitation of twelve-nundredths of an inch, 
which was the first snowfall. 

Precipitation, snowfall, or whatever it 
mignot be named, it brought delight and com. 
ijort to no one in Chicago. Meu and women 
struggled against the wind, slipping and 
struggling through a disconsvolate lot of cold, 
dirty sivsh that’ penetratea through the tough- 
est leather and warmest footgear. Skirts 
were bedraggied, shoes and te:inpers ruined. 

There were many tempers ruined yester- 
day. ‘And they were notall feminine tem- 
pers, either. The man who wears asiik hat 
always was “in it.’’ And when his hat went 
sailing down the coid, moisture-bearing wind 
his temper became ruftled, and when it struck 
the icy slush and rol.ei in it, and waliowed 
in it, and finally allowed itse:if to be re- 
covered with its shininess ail gone and re- 
duced to a disreputable, sloppy mass, then 
his temper—well, perbaps the least said 
about it the better. 

Taken allinail the first snowfall was a 
lamentable failure asa snowfall. As a sam- 
pie of just how disagreeab.e an alleged snow- 
fall can be it was a suceess, 

The weather nan is cautious about prédic- 
tions for the city today. There may be more 
‘precipitation ’’ of tne game hybrid sort as 
yesterday. but he thinks not. There is a new 
‘‘low’’ away up in the Northwest. He has an 
eye on that, but says it is too far off to say 
inuch about it as yet, The probabilities seem 
to be “stationary conditions, low tempera- 
ture growing a trifle warmer, northerly winds, 
and possibie snow flurries.”’ 


CABLE RATES ARE GROWING CHEAPER. 


Schedule of Charges Has De. 

creased Since 1866. 

New York Sun: Oceanic cable rates have 
been greatly reduced since the transatlantic 
cable tirst becarmme a success, but cabling is 
still in- large part a business. necessity or a 
luxury of grief. Cable rates to London in 
1866 were $100 for twenty words. They 
were reduced in the same yearto $50 for 
twenty words. Next year they became 
$26.25; in 1868, $16.41; in 1870, $15; 
in 1871, $10. ‘Then, in S72, came 
the word rate of $1. It ro-e to $1.50 
in 1873, and has since been at various times, 
according to the conditions of competition, 
$1.50 vents, 75 cents, and, for a while in 
1886, 12 cents. ; 


How the 


The present rate of 25 cents 
was fixed in September, 1888. Cable rates 
to places on the west coast of Africa run as 
high as $2.66 per word. The rate to the 
Isiand of Mauritius, when the Red Sea cable 
is interrupted and messages cannot be deliv. 
er d by way of Adena. is $4.14. The rate to 
New Caledonia is $2.51, and other Australa- 
sian rates vary vetween $1.27 and $3.23, 
according to the route empivyed. 

The cable company usually quotes rates to 
European countries without naming places, 
unless perhaps the capitai. Ofcourse rates 
may be much higher than the quoted tariff 
when obscure interior places are to. be 
reached. The telegraph corpanies join in 
publishing at Berne eae volume that professes 
to give a list of ali the telegraphic stations on 
earth, The number is between 87,000 
and 90,000. Ovfficera of the telegraphic 
companies hazard the guess that the cable 
woud uot be freeiy used for sociai purposes, 
even if the rate to London were as low as 10 
cents a word. One reason 1s that while itisa 
simple mattertotelegraph trom New York 
to a weil-known address in London, itisa 
much more difficult thing to be sure of ad- 
dresses in provincial towns, and especiaily in 
continental piaces, where a foreign language 
comes in to increase the liability o1 confusion. 

The expense o[ correcting a mistake when 
telegruphing upon iand lines within the terri. 


tory of u single country is comparat.vely 
small, and may be done with reasonable 
promptyess, but when it comes to correcting 


a blunder in a trifling cabie message of purely 
social significance, the cost is absurdly out of 
proportion to the importance of the matter 
invoived, So, while sou:e millionaires make 
a toy of the cabie, as of almost everything 
else, to most persons submarine telegraphby is 
what Lowell described it after the news of the 
death of Agassiz came to him at Fiorence, 
more than twenty years ago:

All my. neighbors and friends in 
Connecticut had a@ good laugh on me when 
they read that I. 5im Fessenden, considered 
to be fairly respectable as men go, had been 
arrested in Chicago. I was not only a® 
rested, but I was in the thick of the mélée 
which led to our arrest. 


“Bogus Tickets.” 

“We found our Republican friends in that 
city had worked up a boom for Gresham.

REMARKABLE FOOD POISONING IN IOWA. 


Interesting Developments in the Case 
at Sabula, Jackson County. 

Des Moines, Ia., Noy. 9.—[{Special.]—At the 
regulaf meeting of the Iowa State Board of 
Health President E. A. Guilbert, M. D., 
LL.D., delivered a report on the investiga- 
tion made by himself and others regarding 
the famous epidemic’ of food-poisoning 
which occurred in Sabula, Jackson County, 
and which has caused the death of eight 
persons during the last five weeks. 

The starting point of the disease is the 
wedding-feust at the Gage farm, near Sabu- 
la. This wedding occurred Sept. ll and was 
attended by more than 200 guests from the 
vicinity and elsewhere. In the course of 
one or two weeks or more after the wedding 


covering, a number of the most aggravated 
ones are still lingering, and it is -hardly 
probable that more deaths will occur. 

The dwelling-house of the Gage farm is 


teen feet square and of ordinary capacity. 


At the time of the wedding a large number 
of persons were assembled in the house, and 
while the ceremony was performed the 
Suests were packed tagether in such a man- 
ner that a lady who dropped her handker- 
chief was unable to bend down and fetch it. 
This was on Wednesday evening. When the 
ceremonies were performed most of the 
party partook of the dinner, which was 
served partly in the house and partly on 
the lawn. 


en, turkey, and other dishes were served 
among the guests. Particular attention has 
been paid to the manner in which the 
chicken was prepared. . 

The chickens were killed on Tuesday morn- 
ing. They were dressed and placed in an 
earthen vessel in the cellar.

$80,000,000, which will more than cover

DUELS 


AMONG GERMAN SsTUDENTS. 


The Custom Remains in Vogue Just as in 

Former Years. 

Philade!phia Evening Telegraph: The duels 
at Heidelberg are very famous. There is per- 
haps no university in Germany at which duel- 
ing is not practiced, but here it is regarded 
almost asa religiaus duty. The sons of the 
rich congregate at Heidelberg, and they are 
the peopie who areespecially addicted to this 
form of student pastime in Germany. It is 
not ah exaggeration to say that between 
twenty and thirty duels take place here every 
week during the semester, and these nearly all 
at the ‘Hirschgasse, a little tavern across 
the river from Heidelberg, which is known 
and advertised everywhere as the place of re- 
sort for euch encounters. It has served in 
this capacity for a great many years. The 
sign boards point to it. It is mentioned in 
the guide books and everyone knows of it ex- 
cept the university officiais and the police. It 
is nota ten-minute walk from the center of 
the town, though it is outside of the city juris- 
diction. This, however, seems to be a watter 
of no moment, for some of the clubs fora 
period last year fought in the town itself at a 
tavern directly in the shadow of the old castle. 

There are dueis here some three or four 
mornings every week by the members of the 
various fighting clubs, of which Heidelberg 
has an enurmous number, The most aristo- 
cratic of them all is the Saxo-Borussia. This 
club bears cartel relations with the Borussia 
of Bonn. to which the Hohenzollerns belong. 
Five or six duels between various combatants 
are usually fought on the same morning.

Anarchist circles are in a ferment over the. 


prospect of becoming owners of a titled es. 
tate. A proposal has been made to give the 
foes of private property a ten-acre field for a 
burial ground, it is claimed, and the leaders 
are wondering if chey had better take it. Loy- 
alty to their political creed is not, the argu- 
ment against accepting the gift, but the An- 
archists have an aversion to becoming the 
méeansof enriching capitalists even through 
benefactions. 

Those in the secret say the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy railroad made this offer. 
It was discussed at a meeting on Friday night 
in Greif’s Hall, and the matter met with 
enough favor to call for a committee to look 
into it. This body met yesterday afternoon 
and, while not coming toa conclusion, its 
members were willing to acknawledge in con- 
fidence that: the proposal had warm in- 
dorsers. 

The plan, asit has been divulged, is that 
the railroad will give a burial site out of 
the property already owned with the 
intention of reaping profits from 
selling adjoining lots when the ten 
acres are weil divided up. 
is offered, by the assertions of well-known 
leaders, on condition that the bodies of Par- 
sons. Fischer, Engel, Spies, and Lingg and 
the Anarchists’ monument now in Waldheim 
Cemetery be removed to the new cemetery. 
A new burial ground sacred to Anarchists and 
Socialists along its line would give returns to 
the railroad at every private funeral and cian 
demonstration. 

While several leaders deny this story their 
comrades declare they do so for policy. 


Frozen Out of Waldheim. 


The proposal came at a time to win sup: 
port from the Anarchists because Waldheim 
Cemetery has been denied them for any 
further annual celebrations. By the terms 
of purchase there were to be but three demon: 
strations on the plat where the executed 
men are buried. It was understood 
after the funeral, the corner-stone Jaying. and 
the dedication of the monument po aggre- 
gations under the red flag were to be permit- 
ted in Waldheim. With permission to have 200 
people last year President John Buehler of the 
ceinetery association says the Anarchists car- 
ried 2,000 people into the grounds and com- 
plaints from tramping lots were general, 
No other kind of big gatherings will be al- 
lowed by the new order.

Thomas Greif, No. 54 West Lake street, 
proposed the cremation of the tive bodies if 
disintermeat occurred, Sentiment was di- 
vided upon this plan, wiany declaring the 
families would not agree to it, or if they did 
it would incur risk of destroying the propa- 
ganda. As one leader said: ** Money is pow- 
ertul—in some way it might come into pos- 
session of the dust of our leaders and thus 
take away the objects of our v®neration and 
annual demonstrations. That would impair 
our propaganda.”’ Ozcar W. Neebe declares 
cremation will never occur, but Thomas Greif 
believes a majority favor the plan.

But that the bodies of the dead leaders of 
the Chicago social hysteria wiil not be per- 
mitted to remain in Waldheim seems proba- 
ble.

Gibbon, and when, after a hearing of the argu- 
meats in the case, the court granted the injunc- 
tion asked for, then Mr. Case showed his anger. 
He said to the court: gDoes this injunction 
prevent me from bringing suit against Mr. New- 
roan for conspiracy to wreck the Illinois Mutual? 


If it does not, then I will bring suit this after-— 


noon,’’. Mr. Newman replied he would not answer 
such remarks, and it was then Mr, Case invited 
him to settle the matter with their fists. Mr. New: 
man accepted the offer, and after the case was dis- 
posed of the two walked out of the court-room.

Prof, 
Bay succeeded, however, in isolating and 
demonstrating the typhoid bacilli in prep; 
aration and cultures from. fecal matter 
from the intestines sent to him for examina- 
tion. 

The prevailing opinion, both tn the board 
and among the local profession in charge of 
the cases, is that the disease is typhoid-fever 
induced by putrid food, the meat of the 
chicken. The disease symptoms are not 
such as would indicate ptomaine poisoning, 

The entire epidemic is of unusual interest, 
and in many’ respects an excellent object 
lesson, which may: tend to show the impor- 
tance of sanitary cooking.

HERE I8 A CONVENIENT BICYCLE. 
One That Can Be Packed Away Com- 
fortably in a Valise. 

New York Sun: A Frenchman named Le- 
loup has invented a bicycle that can be taken 
apart, packed in a valise, and carried, as he 
insists, with ease and comfort whenever the 
wheelman is traveling by rail. His bicycle, 
too, has this advantage, that if it breaks 
down on the read the wheelman can un- 
couple the parts and cafry it slung over his 
showlder. ‘The machine is not intended for 
racing or. indeed, very fast riding of any 
kind, but for ordinary road work. 

In order to bring it within the compass of 
a moderate-sized valise he has reduced the 
wheels to a diameter of about 11% inches. 
The toothed wheel which communicates the 
power from the pedals is nearly as great as 
they in diameter. The horizontal bar is in 
two paris that are made secure by means 
of screws. When the machine Is to be packed 
this bar is unscrewed. The machine is then 
in two parts. The saddle is removed and the 
handies are taken off. The four pieces are 
then easily packed into a valise measuring 
2314 by 15% by a little more than § 2-5 inches. 
The whole weight of the machine is no. 
abave 184 pounds.

According to estimates made in advanee of the 
detailed counting, less than 20,000 women in the 
State of Massachusetts voted in favor of female 
suffrage in municipal matters. Upto the close 
of the period for registration our assumption had 
been that the female suffragists would throw a 
vote in this State of approximately 40,000 for 
the political change which they were adyocating. 
As there are quite 450,000 women in Masgsa- 
chusetts who might register and vote if they 
would, the percentage which we named seemed 
in nO way extravagant in view of the suffrage 
propaganda that has been going on for more than 
& generation. But, apparently, we overesti- 
mated the interest that women take in this 
matter, for a liberal estimate cuts down the act- 
ual vote cast to less than half of the size that we 
had imagined it might attain. When itis taken

Change of Ministry Merely a Device to 
Gain Time. 


“DOMESTIC STRIFE IS SLIGHTED. 


- London, Nov. 9.—With the Duke of Devon- 
shire playing low bass on Unionist policies 
to Mr. Chamberlain's high treble on imperial 
federation, and with Lord Salisbury and his 
‘Ministers filling the pauses of the guildhall 
dinner with dull recitative, the curtain may 
‘be said to have risen for a new season of En- 
glish politics. 

With only one rehearsal in the Cabinet 
Council the leading performers had not suc- 
-geeded ip mastering their parts nor in learn- 
ing their cues. The overture does not sug- 
gest definite motives for the piece. Much of 
the by-play is political pantomime, but the 
eurtain is up. The performance has begun 
with the usual mummery of a Lord Mayor’s 
show, and the clacque is out in great force 
to smother the first sibilant demonstration. 

Menace in the Eastern Question. 

Perhaps the closést approach to a cue is 
furnished by the Duke of Devonshire in 
his warning that the government may re- 
quire any day the support of all the parties ! 
in England since the Eastern question has 

‘ yeappeared in a critical stage and its pacific 
or permanent settlement involves grave 

_ dangers and responsibilities, and in his sug- 
gestion that many non-controversial mat- 
ters relating to depressed agriculture, co- 
lonial trade, and employers’ liability press 
urgently for treatment and can be dealt 
with ina non-partisan way. 

The warning appears unduly serious, ‘al- 
_ though repeated within the. compass of a 
fortnight by the most phlegnaatic of English 
statesmen. It is true that the financial sit- 
uation in Constantinople is chaotic, that 
massacre is still the order of the day for the 
Armenians, and that the great powers, Aus- 
tria being now included, have united in a 
demand for the suppression of the revolt 
in the provinces, which the Sultan consid- 
ers impracticable, since its enforcement will 
undermine his authority in his empire. 

But the same conditions have prevailed ©

Newspaper Sentiment Is Strongly De- 
fiant of Great Britain. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 9.—The first in- 
formation of the excited public feeling in 
Venezuela resulting from the British de- 
mands reached here today in the Caracas 
papers up to Nov. l.

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DEATH IN MILK AND DISEASED BEEF. 

Some most astonishing statements were 
made without contradiction at last week's 
meeting of the public health section of the 
New York Academy of Medicine. It was 
asserted by leading authorities on the sub- 
ject that five thousand’ persons who die 
every year of consumption in that city are 
inoculated for the most part by impure milk 
and diseased meat, the preduct of milch 
cows in the dhiry districts that are affected 
with tuberculosis. Also it is stated, as 
based on e xperience, that from 60 to, 70 per 
cent of all the mileh cows from whieh the 
milk supply of New York City is derived 
are affected with tuberculosis. 

This is terrible, and if only approximately 
true it demands the most searching ’*investi- 
gation and the most drastic remedies to cure 
the evil. ‘EFhere should be nothing less than 
an examination of all the milk-giving cows 
in the districts which are supposed to be af- 
fected and the taking of measures to prey 
vent the selling of milk given by animals 
found to suffer from the-disease. It would 
be a great deal better for the community to 
eut off half the daily supply, if necessary to 
health, than’ to aliow the wholesale de- 
struction alleged to go on unchecked. It is 
one of the awful failings of human nature 
that will pefmit thousands of persons to 
keep cows and sell the milk product without 
a thought for the millions of consumers 
whose health and lives are jeopardized by 
the consumption of disease-brgeding, stuff, 
caring nothing for the deatfis they may 
cause so long us they éan make wacdey by it. 
Undoubtedly many of the keepers of these 
tuberculous cows do not know that the 
product they'sell carries with it the seeds of 
disease and the germs of death. They do 
not know anything about the existence of 
the pulmonary affection, and might shrink 
with horror from the idea that they were 
doing incalculable uiischief. But also it 
cannot be doubted that some of the number 
are well aware their milk is dangerous, yet 
keep on selling it. Such fellows are almost 
as bad as dannibals. They are as selfish as 
sO many sivages, and deserve to be dealt 
with accordingly. 

The problem is one to be attacked by med- 
ical men, but it is exceedingly probable that 
the trouble lies in the artificial conditions 
under which are kept a large proportion 
of the cows'from which milk is drawn for 
the supply of the big cities. The cow sel- 
dom contracts tubereulosis under the nat- 
ural conditions of life on the farm. But 
when shut tp in a stable with scores of 
others to be fed with swill from the dis- 
tillery it is surrounded and filled with the 
elements of disease. ‘Its constitution is en- 
feebled and feverized by the feed, and the 
air of the, insufficiently cleaned and yen- 
tiluted place acts at each iuspiration on 
the lung tissves in a Way that cannot be long 
kept up without filling the breathing appa- 
ratus with the tubercules which kill, 

So the remedy shotld go beyond ‘a mere 
inspection of a few samples of milk taken 
haphazard from among millions of gal- 
lons of the fluid. It probably would be only 
justice to the community utterly to forbid 
tlie selling of milk given by cows which are 
fed on distillery slops, and it certainly 
ought to be required that the cows from 
which is taken the milk stpply for cities 
shall be required to breathe a moderately 
healthy atmosphere. If a Board of Health 
cannot effect this it should retire from the 
field so far as to let the community dis- 
tinetly know it is not afforded adequate 
protection, for it hardly can be denied that 
the nominal protection against the use of 
impure milk is worse than none at all, 
since it tends to chuse a false security 
among consimers. 


LATEST NEW-WORLD DISCOVERY. 

It is an impressive fact that after all the 
voyaging aud exploring of men near and 
far the latest world to be diseovered should 
be the realm of childhood. 

It is a world we all have once traversed, 
but of which we know but little, and as to 
which most act as though in haste to get 
away from. It isa world w hich, if not for- 
gotten, is at any rate strangely misunder- 
stood, Thanks to any one who helps us 
find it again. Especially is there reason for 
gratefulneas to those who in any way can 
help us more deeply, more simply, niore 
truly to understand its meaning, and, most 
of all, help us more wisely to deal with its 
sweet and infinite niysteries. 

There was indeed One many centuries ago 
who seemed never at all to have forgotten 


of its ineffable simplicity; whose mind per- 
ceived all its meaning, whose heart felt 
and understood all its mystery, and -to 
whom the world of ¢hildhood seemed to be 
the greatest of all’the worlds. He fas- 
cinated children. Hie treated them with a 
strange kind of reverence. He took them 

in his arms and spoke strange words over 
them and about them. And sometimes he 
awed hatd-faced men into a gentleness of 
mood ani | wiseness of spirit by setting a 
Mittle child|in their midst.

as Was understanding of all that fair.

new world, came along. 

Sinee then thousands of others in fast- 
growing numbers have clearly sighted the 
shores of the long-hidden world and been 
seized with somewhat of the same sacred 
passion for its fuller exploration. Edu- 
cators have seen a new vision, Legislators 
have found new realms now to be annexed 
to their domains, ¥o be protected and pro- 
vided for. Some of the great journalists of 
the world have felt as profoundly a8 any 
that here was a pewly-seen, measureless 
eontinent that must be duly partitioned off 
into “ spheres of-influence,” and as soon as 
fairly discovered and understood, taken in 
hand. 

But what almost none of the others, edu- 
cators, legislators, or agitators, could do, a 
simple poet, a poet who had for many busy, 
eager years made his home in the heart of 
our own Ohicago, has availed to do--for 
many years to be henceforth gratefully 
known as the children’s laureate.

“woman's equality with man” and such 
things. In several States women are per- 
mitted to vote on some prdépositions, and ih 
oue State they have equal suffrage. But 
they do not take anything like full advan- 
tage of their privileges. 

But that is net surprising, except, of 
course, to the women who have made a 
business of righting the wrongs which they 
think they are made to suffer. They can- 
not understand how their sisters can be in- 
different to the vital importance of the 
cause. But that which is a mystery to them 
is no mystery to anybody elise. Most women 
have too many other things to oceupy their 
time and thoughts. The unmarried women 
who are blessed with leisure are thinking 
about marriage, and the unmarried women 
who are not blessed with leisure are kept 
busy earning a living and hoping, every one

A eorrespondent signing himself “A Bible 
Student ” asks Tue Trrpune to explain or 
at least offer a satisfactory theory to ac- 
count for the remarkable fact that Jesus 
Christ, “the auther and finisher of our 
faith,” did not reduce to writing a single 
one of his precepts. He goes on to say that 
“there not only is nothing of the kind pre- 
served to us but not even a tradition to the 
effect that he ever attempted to write, except 
on the one occasion when he is said to have 
stooped down and written with his finger 
in the dust, and the account containing 
that statement is widely ebjected to by 
biblical crities as an interpolation. 

“The blank is all the more strange, as 
Jesus evidently was an educated man, if 
not born superior to the ordinary need of an 
education. Ata very early age his parents 
are stated to have found him in the temple 
at Jerusalem disputing with the doctors 
(learned men), Later he ‘ taught’ in the 
synagogues, and in the one at Nazareth he 
read from the book of the Prophet Isaiah, 
after which he talked to the people, telling 
them that the seripture then was fulfilled in 
their ears. It is fair to infer from this and 
other statements that he was able to 
write.”

Yesterday the Commissioner of Public 


Works was notified by the Secretary of 
War that the plans and specifications of the 
propesed sea wall in the outer harbor have 
been approved an@the work of construction 
ean commence at once, And besides that, 
the denartment, influenced by the represen- 
tations of Commissioner Kent, has con- 
sented that dumping in that part of the 
outer harber which is to be converted into a 
park may begin as soon as 500 feet of the re- 
taining wall is built south from Randolph 
street. When that. much work has been 
done the drainage confracters can take 
their stuff into the northwest angle of the 
outer harbor instead of out in the lake. The 
government engineer officer will see that the 
permission granted is not abused and the 
contents of the scows dumped where the 
earth may be washed into the eastern part 
of the harbor, which is to be deepened. The- 
Commissioner will urge the Illinois Central, 
which has to build the wall, to begin work 
at once, and it will do so, weather per- 
mitting.

Miss Corelli is as severe on the men and 
women who write the vicious stories of the 
day as she is upon hér critics, and in this 
she has my sympathy.

A man begins to take an Amer Picon before 
his dinner simply for the pleasure of having 
a seat on a café terrace, he says to himself. 
Of course he might, as thousands do, drink 
Syrup and water, Vichy, a glass of dry 
Madeira, or even beer before his dinner. 
But the atmosphere of Paris seems to call 
for bitters—M. Jules Lemaitre to the con- 
trary when he boasted that Paris possesses 
a natur&l pleasurable excitement of its own, 
which obviates the need of alcohol which 
people feel in: duller places. If he spoke of 
alcohol only it might be true: but when we 
come tq epileptizing drugs—hyssop, fennel, 
absinthe—it is epee: story. 

In trath the brandy drinkers of Paris 
may almost be divided into three classes: 
(1) Old+fashioned people, (2) women, and 
(3) thoughtful drunkards of the slums, who 
cannot afford a doetor to untangle them. 

Brandy and water you never see. Hot wa- 
ter and: rum, with a lump of sugar, is often 
taken in cold weather. 

Within the last week I have heard two 
French ladies express their opinion that if 
you want good Frenhch wine you had best go 
to Brussels or London for it. 

It is understood that for every Paris tip- 
pler there are two/ior three or half a dozen, 
for all we know, réspectable Parisians who 
do not frequent cafés, who do not drink 
nervous drinks, who stick to wine and beer. 
The bajance, the people one sees drinking 
in public (about 2,500,000, as far as the 
present writer can judge), have a set of 
special pafeguards to impede the scandalous 
abuse of such dangerous drinks.

. 4. There are special distractions to take. 
the attention from constant drinking: (a) 
All the newspapets, daily and illustrated, 
furnished free; (b) the games of dominées, 
chess, ¢heckers; (c) card games, and all the 
gambling you please. With these used 
cards are furnished free: if you want new 
ecards you pay for them; (d) the privilege of 
looking’ at the ladies and commenting on 
their charms of person and attire: and (e) the 
“ terrace,”” which’ is sitting on the open 
street under an awning and looking at the 
crowd go by. 

5. The recent introduction and immense 
growing popularity of German beer (from 
Munich). 

F'rom; 1881 down to the present month 
propositions of reforms monumental in their 
completeness and scientific character have 
been snbmitted te the public and to the 
legislators. 

The latest proposition of law has five 
planks: 

First+To reduce the number of places 
where alcoholic drinks are sold. 

Second--To make as low as possible all 
taxes on beer and cider while exercising a 
supervision over. .the quality of those drinks. 
‘Third—To tax wine .moderately, and to 
take measures against its harmful adultera- 
tion. 

Fourth—To increase the tax on spirituous 
liquors and to alldw in commerce only that 
which fis hygienically pure. 

Fifth-+-To absolutely prohibit absinthe 
nnd similar apéritifs in which the essential 
oils exercise a pernicious influence on the hu- 
man organism. : STERLING HBILIa.

Sometimes our place does not 
suit us, sometimes the gest gone out of 
us, sometimes the material itself seems 
hopelessly obstinate, How often does his 
desk, his machine, his counter, doom up be- 
fore a man’s eye like a dark and heavy 
crogs! Now, there is where the chance for 
indolence comes in, there is where the great 
tempter stands by our side,! But there also 
is where God’s lonely call for perseverance 
strikes upon the soul, and the chance for 
self-denial hails us like a friend from some 
passing ship on the ocean of life. I say God 
calls us then. Do you think he only calls us? 
Nay! He helps us; he himself, incarnate in 
our being, helps us. 

The steadfast, inexorable resolve to over- 
come indolence does triumph at length. God 
hears our dumb prayer; he helps us almost 
unconsciously toward himself. Unseen of 
us the body accommodates itself more easily 
to the weary task; invisibly the brain re- 
sponds more clearly and firmly, like a fur- 
row to the plowing thought; step by step 
the man’s being enters more fully and pow- 
erfully into what he does. Whatis that but 
the prayer of’ self-sacrifice made into our 
flesh and.blood? What is that but the word 
of God coming to dwell in our hearts? What 
is that but God himself incarnate within us? 

Or there is, once more, the habit of play- 
ing with the greater less venial sins of life, 
lust, dishonesty, drink, pride, avarice. The 
men are few—very few, in at least my ex- 
perience—who really intend to become the 
slaves of these destroyers. We are not 
wicked deliberately., It is rather conceit, 
confidence, the desire for joy that leads men 
on too far.

Is 
it not better to bow our. heads now to 
the yoke, before the inevitable self-loathing 
comes? Is it not better hear now the 
lonely voice of God than to hear at last only 
the cry of insincerity and weakness within? 
No riches can fill up that void in the heart 
where God has been but now is not: no 
_ smiles, no shouts, no amusements. Surely 
‘the lighter cross is more profitable than the 
heavier, the stronger self-denial now than 
the weaker self-denial hereafter. “I am 
come,”” says Jesus Christ as he lays that 
cross of daily self-denial on your unwilling 
shoulders, “I am come that ye may have 
abundance of life.’’ It is the truth. That 
is, indeed, the reward we receive in sacri- 
ficing any of these sins. For purity means 
vigor of body, mind, and heart: and sincerity 
means an erect head and fearlessness before 
men, and each defeat of temptation means 
step by step growth into inward power and 
peace. 

Let us carry these life-giving words of 
Christ into the coming week with its many 
temptations. “If ahy man will*come after 
me, let him deny himself and take up his 
cross daily.”” We all ‘need them. Every 
man here has his weaknesses, one or two 
that he dreads more than many enemies, 
one or two that he knows can and do de 
stroy his power and banish peace. God

Ways more grateful to the man who can 
arouse my religious emotions than I am to 
the man who tells me ethical truths I have 
known only too well and too long. But still 
the old hateful habits are strong and firm; 
they have roots which emotions can never 
cut away. After the emotion comes the 
test of life. Then the real struggle of daily 
self-denial begins. My brothers and sisters, 
let us see to it that wifen the divine impulse 
goes, ‘‘perseverance. to the -end” yet re- 
mains.

There has been some adverse criticism on 
the restoration or cleaning of paintings by 
the masters in the Metropolitan Museum of 
New York. To one unacquajnted with the 
changes and ravages of time on paintings 
the she an old canvas after being treat- 


; 


ed is great surprise. Varnish and oil 
crack and become yellow and dark with 
time. ‘This effect can be easily removed, 
with professional care of course, and a new 
coat of varnish brings the picture back to a 
surprisingly fresh and bright condition, and 
there ig no trickery or charlatanry about it 
either. The only danger comes from an in- 
sewmnta ps use of color in restoring damaged 
arts. 

The wonderful “Friedland,” by Meissonier, 
Was badly cracked, caused possibly by poor 
colors used by the painter, but more likely 
caused by a lack of proper care of the pict- 
ure. The extremes of heat and cold affect 
pictures as they affect furniture, and the 
stretching and contraction are bound to dct 
badly on the painted surface. This particu- 
lar picture has been restored by George H. 
Story, curator of the Metropolitan Museum, 
and the results satisfy the most exacting 
critics. The picture was a perfect network 
of little seams. He softened the paint with 
poppy oil and carefully united all the edges, 
so that now the picture is as entire and solid 
as when first painted.

Louis C. Tiffany is exhibiting in New York 
a very remarkable collection of metallic 
lusters in all sorts of forms of glassware, 
jars, cups, vases, etc. The range of color is 
extensive, and the iridescence is very beau- 
tiful. The art of glass making is being re- 
vived by this thorough artisan as well as 
artist, and the mysteries of the glass of 
Egypt and Babylon are mysteries no more. 
Tle is duplicating also the wonderful lusters 
of the Spanish and Moorish wares. These 
discoveries by Tiffany and the developments 
in stained giass by John La Farge place 
America in the foremost rank in these par- 
ticular arts. There is a well-filled cabinet 
of Tiffany wares in the south corridor of 
the Art Institute which is well worth more 
careful study than is ordinarily given it.

“St. Mark’s Place, Venice,” by J. M. W. 
Turner, is said to be the finest example of 
this artist’s work ever seen in America. It 
is now on exhibition in New York City. 
Painted in the artist’s last manner it demon- 
strates the richness, , ower, and impression- 
ism of his palette at that time. It may be 
remembered that the later canvases of the 
English Turner were a great surprise and 
delight to the French school and assisted in 
stimulating the romantic movement which 
overcame the classicism of David and his 
followers in the early part of the nineteenth 
century.. Turner is even called by sore the 
“Father of Impressionism,” although the 
credit is more due to Manet, who demon- 
strated the principles of this much misun- 
derstood school in a more thorough and 


scientific manner.

Munsey’s has an interesting account of J. 
J. Shannon, the distinguished portrait paint- 
er of London. He was born in New York 
State, but his training and style are thor- 
oughly English. He, like Whistler, is classed 
as an American painter, although the train- 
ing and civilization of both are of the Old 
World. Shannon is very productive—some 
critics think too much so. His portraits are 
freely painted, modern and fresh for En- 
gland, and, although under 40 years of age, 
he enjoys the reputation of being one of the 
leading portrait painters in London. His 
patronage is of the finest, and many of the 
oldest and stateliest palaces in England are 
adorned with his portraits of the beauties 
of Victoria’s court.

There was a time when the wealthy Amer- 
icah went abroad for his portrait. Now the 
foreign painter comes to America to do the 
work, At present New York is entertaining 
Walter Petersen, the Dtisseldorf painter, 
and Francois Flameng, the well known 
Parisian artist. And what is more strange 
the great American painters of portraits, 
Sargent, Whistler, and Shannon, live abroad 
and enjoy the positions of being at the head 
of their progession there. It seems true 
that an artist is without honor in. his own

TENDENCY IN THE TRADE TO OVER- 
LOOK AND BELITTLE THEM. - 


ppeculators Pay Undue Attention to 
Coming Liquidation—Distribution 
of Supplies Is Favorable to Holders 
—Market Factors Were in the Main 
Bearish—Big Receipts of Wheat and 
Small Exports—Break of the Winter 
Wheat Drought Admitted. 


The following showing of the distribution | 


of wheat stocks is not of a character to 
arouse much apprehension with reference 
to the liquidation of December contracts. 
There is a tendency here to belittle cash 
operations and to explain away conditions 
which are palpably bullish. A year ago the 
bulk of local stocks were of winter wheat, 
and spring wheat sold at a stiff premium. 
The good demand for spring wheat and the 
miums paid were dismissed with the ex- 
planation that there was little or no wheat 
nere of the variety wanted. By a change in 
the locality of greatest production the pro- 
ion of spring to winter wheat in local 
gtore has been reversed. ‘Winter wheat 
forms a comparatively small part of stocks 
here, and contract winter wheat has worked 
up into the vicinity of May prices. The round 
jot sales of the week, disregarding the trans- 
actions in smal! milling lots, have amounted 
to more than 600,000 bu. Premiums have 
been 3c or more over December prices. Lo- 
eal bears affect to disregard these sales and 
refer ominously to the coming liquidation. 
Tt is not by any means certain that the 
trade will have any great quantity of wheat 
delivered out Dec. 1. It is certaim that no 
winter wheat will be tendered, and the ele- 
vyator men have been at too great pains to 
bring spring wheat here from the Northwest 
to willingly lose their grip on it. There is 
evidence that contracts are being turned 
over. On several days this week there has 
been good selling of May, and in fact any 
littie upturns have been met with, if not 
checked, by selling of the deferred delivery.

On the decline Decembér 
touched 58%, while May sold at 62%@62c. 
, There was a slight recovery just before the 
“close, but this was due more than anything 
else to the buying against puts. The pre- 
ponderance of news was bearish. Primary 
receipts were 1,360,000 bu, or not far from 
doubie those of the same day last year. Ex- 
ports both of wheat and flour were only 


115,000 bu. The Northwest had 1,191 cars, 


against 806 cars the same day last year. 
Local receipts were 422 cars, including 132 
elevator transfers, against 90,000 bu with- 
drawn from store. Out of 118 cars of No. 
2 spring wheat shown on the inspection 
sheet 91 were out of cleaning houses. The 
cables showed very little change abroad. 
Liverpool closed 4d up on futures. Berlin 
was fractionally lower and Paris was off 5 
centimes on nearby deliveries. Farmers’ 
deliveries in Great Britain were 33,800 qrs 
against 35,500 qrs the previdéus week, while 
the average price showed an advance of 5d 
per ar. The exports for the week were 
sonrewhat less than for the previous week, 
and the trade is figuring on a’ big increase in 
the visible supply Monday. Preliminary es- 
timates were from 2,500,000 bu to over 
3,000,000 bu increase.

.on corn. Argentine shipments are given as 
960,000 bu for last week. The Liverpool 
market, however, keep# strong and showed 
an advance yesterday of 14d.

Sanization Is Now Ready. 


The reorganization plan of the Chicago Pack- 
ing and Provision eompany is now practically 
agreed to by the chief peoplein interest. It varien 
materially from the original plan. The position 
preferred stockholders took in oppo- 
sition to the scaling of the) principal of their se 
curity has been upheld in the new plan and there 
will be practically no scaling of preferred stock. 
The new company, which will be the International 
and Wells company, is an American corporation 
with shares of a par value of $100. The £10 pre- 
ferred shares of the International Packing an‘ 
Provision company will be exchanged for the $100 
shares of the reorganized campany in the ratio of 
two and one-quarter shares of old stock for one 
share of new stock. This amounts to a slight 
scaling in the par value, it is true, but is about ab 
near an even exchange as could-be readily madd. 
To have exchanged two shares for one would re- 
sult in an increase, and the fraction of two and a 
quarter shares is about ag small a fraction ap 
would readily lend itself to an exchange without 
the creation of wey fractional certificates, Cal- 
culating the par value of $4.86 to the pound, the 
par value of two and one-quarter shares would he 
$108.35, so the scaling amounts in effect to a little 
jess than 9 per cent. - 

The preferred stock is to be called upon to con- 
iribute nearly ail of the aasessment which is to 
provide new working capital. There will b 
raised for that pufpose $400,000. There are no 
outstanding $2,007,000 of bonds which it is pro- 
posed to turn into debenture bonds. The total is- 
sue of debenture bonds, however, is to be $2,500, 
000 and the difference between whdt. is required 
to exchange for the present bonds and the total 
issue, that is $403,000, is to provide wétfking cap- 
ital for the company. The stockholders will be 
competied to subscri for the $400,000 debenture 
bonds at par, that being the form in which their 
assessment is levied. ‘The preferred stockholders 
will be asked to contribute $10 a share while the 
common stockholders will only have to pay $1.50 
ashare. It is argued that the interest of the pre- 
ferred stockholdcr is so much greater than that of 
the common: stockholder that this division of the 
assessment is a fair one. The fact that the pre- 
ferred stockholder is asked to scale his security 
littie or nothing while the par value of the com- 
mon stock is to be kept down sharply is pointed to 
as another reason why the preferred stock should 
bear a large portion of the assessment.

_ © will be richer, for individuals, societies, and 
_ whole nationalities have pledged themselves 
toadd monuments commemorative of great 
events and great men to the city parks. 
Nearly $1,000.000 has been expended in thus 
- handing down to future generations the out- 
lines, more or lesa authentic, of great men of 
this and other countries. Many of these 
statues were gifts of men who are liv- 
‘ipg, and who saw to the execution of 
_ their ideas for. philanthropy; others are the 
legacies left by dead citizens who sought thus 
to perpetuate their own names; others still 
are the results of popular feeling and of pop- 
ular donations to a common cause. Of these 
last the greatest, perhaps, is the imposing 
Statue of Gen. U. S. Grant in Lingoln Park. 
Three sides of the city may be spid to tie 
with one another in park statuary. The North 
Side is richest, as it is also the oldest, taken 
.asa whole. But the oldest statue of import- 
_ &@nce in the city was erected on the South 
Side in Douglas Park. 
This is the Dougias mausoleum. It stands 
atthe head of Lake avenue, near Thirty-fifth 
street. It is doubtful if a quarter. of the 
actual residents of Chicago know of ita exist- 
ence. Senator Stephen A. Douglas died in 
1, and almost immediately plans were 
for erecting a monument to his memory 
near the old Douglas residence on 
the lake shore... The work ef model- 


ing the statue was given to Leonard W. 


Volk, the weli-known sculptor, who died re- 
cently at his home in the very shadow of the 
monument. It was to the Senator that the 
oy ewer owed mast for encouragement 
and cial help while he was yet a student, 
and the modeling of the Douglas form in clay 
was to him a task of love. In the course of 
,& the statue stood forth in heroic size, 
% feet high. In 1865 the monument was 
complete. The foundation of the monument 
is octagonal, constructed of limestone and 
seventy-five feet in diameter. There is a 
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Within the crypt repose the remains of the 
great Senatorinan iron ¢asket, guarded by 
ahuge grated and padlocked door at the 
outer opening of the sarcophagusand by asafe 
door Within. Above the tomb rests tne ped- 
estal of the monyment, 15 feet in diameter 
and 19 feet high. Upon this rests the splendid 
shaftef granite 46% feet in height,5 1-6 feetin 
diameter at the base and 8 feet at the apex. 
The capital of the column, with its ornamental 
frieze and cornice 64 feet high. furnishes a 
support for the colossal statue of Douglas. 

The entire height of the monument is 955 
feet. Atits corners are four bronze female 
figures representing ** I\linois,’’ ** History,’ 
** Justice,” and ** Eloquence.’’ This memorial 
dost about $100,000. : 

The Columbus monument on the Lake 
Front at the foot of Congress street was 
erected under the direction of the Columbian 
Exposition. Ferdinand W. Peck of Chicago 
was the moving rpirit, It stands almost 
in front of Mr. Peck’s Auditorium. The 
pedestal is of New England granite 
30 feet high and the bronze statue of the 
discoverer of America ig 20 feet high. 
It was designed by Howard Kretschmar. It 
stands with one arm uplifted, gazing with an 
expression of surprise up Congress street. 

From the moment the statue was unveiled 
it attracted much adverse criticism. The 
arms were out of proportion; the stutue was 
too large for the pedestal; the face wasa 
caricature, said the critics. So the promoters 
of the work had the bronze arm changed, and 
recently the monument has been iowered 
several feet, | 

Amusing stories are told of the statue. 
When it was unveiled Ferd W. Peck looked 
up into the surprised bronze face, One of 
his friends stancing near by saia: 

‘Do you hear what it’s saying?”’

In modeling the massacre monument, 
which occupies a place at the foot of 
Eighteenth street, the sculptor, Carl Rohl- 
Smith, took for his model the Indian chief, 
Kicking) Bear. who, in company with Bad 
Spirit, was a prisoner at Fort Sheridan. 
Each Gay the Indian came.down to 
Chicago, trapped in his savage costume, and 
sat for an hour or more in the studio. 
The monument is one of the finest in the 
city. Itstands on the spot where the fleeing 
inhabitants of old Fort Dearborn werfe over- 
taken, slain, and scalped on that hot August 
day in 1812. The bronze group represents 
the scene in which Black Partridge saved 
Mrs. Helm from the tomahawk of a 
half-naked savage. Under the feet of 
the figures lies the dead body of 
the Post Surgeon and not far away 
isa child with outstretched arms, recalling 
the butchery of defenseless infante. The 
group rests on a huge base of solid granite, 
on the four sides of which are bas-reliefs show- 
ing other incidents of the massacre. George 
M. Pullman, whose residence stands only a 
stone’s throw away, presented the monument 
to the city, 

The Drexel monument commands a view of 
Drexel boulevard from the Fifty-first street 
intersection. It is thirty-five feet high, with 
a splendid figure iu bronze eight feet high at 
the top.’ The iower fountain portion of the 
monument consists of four shells, above 
which there are bas-reliefs in bronze, repre- 
sentmg the ocean, the lake, the river, 
and the sprmng. The main basin is 
twenty-two feet in diameter and 
is built of granite. Henry M. Manger of 
Philadelphia designed the work. and it was 
built ata cost of $40,000, It was the gift of 
the Drexel brothers ag a memorial to their 
father. 

One statue in Lincoln Park is sufficient to 
distinguish that North Side pleasure ground. 
From the North avenue entrance is visible 
through the trees the tall, gaunt counterfeit 
of Abraham Lincoln, eleven feet in height. 
This is Augustus St. Gauden’s masterpiece 
and one of the finest bronzes in the world. 
This work was the gift of Eli Bates, who, by 
will, left $640,000 for its construction. It 
was unveiled Oct. 22, 1887, and 6,000

President, pull the rope which for the 
first time revealed the statue to public 
gaze. A ywreat deal of wecrecy had been ob- 
served throughout its modeling and construc- 
tion, and until it was unveiled the statue was 
not photographed, Thomas F. Withrow 
made the presentation speech. 

‘Lhe statue stands upona base four feet 
high and in the center of an elliptical stone 
platform 30x60 feet. The figure is in 
thoughtful posture, characteristic of the man 
whose memory it is to perpetuate forever, 


Dedication of Grant Monument. 


Two hundred thousand voices shook the sea 
wall of Lineco’n Park when, on the afternoon 
of Oct. 7, 1891, tne multiple folds of United 
States flags were pulled away from the eques- 
trian statue of Gen, Ulysses S. Grant. But 
the Army of the Tennessee was holding its 
annual reunionin Chicago, and some of the 
men who cheered the mighty bronze had 
cheered the mightier man on tne field of bat- 
tle. This colossal statue was from the 
people, and tens of thousands  con- 
tributed in sums _ ranging from 10 
cents to $1,000. The bronze is . the 
largest ever cast in this country and 
was designed by Louis T. Rebisso. It stands 
eighteen ‘feet above the great, vaulted pedes- 
tal and is one of the most conspicuous works 
of artin the country. (His field glasses are in 
his right harid and he, has just surveyed the 
field, seemingly satisfied that his orders have 


‘been obeyed. Thehat, uniform, sword, spurs, 


field giasses, saddie, amd holsters are exact 
copies of the originals’ used by Grant in his 
campaigns. The bronze was cast at Chico- 


persons. Dozens of people suffered from 
shock, and one man was crazed with fright. 
bronze was uninjured; only a bluish 
streak marked the track of the thunderbolt. 
German-American citizens of Chicago pre- 
sented the statue of Johann von Schiller to 
Lincoin Park. It is of heioic size and was 
cast in the same mold which turned out the 
famed bronze at his birthplace in Marbash, 


Wurtemberg. It was designed by Ernest” 


Raus and wascast in Stuttgart. The figure 
stands on an ornamental granite pedestal at 
the Webster avenue-entrance to the park over- 
looking the garden. It was unveiled May 18. 
1886, Carter Harrison was then Mayur of 
Chicago and the presentation speech was 
made by William Rapp, then editor of the 
Staats-Zeitung. 

No piece of statuary in Chicago, perhaps, 


has been so severely criticised as has that of | 


La Sallie. It was the gift of Lambert Tree 
and was executed by Count de la Lamg of 
Brussels. It is difficult to conceive of a more 
inartistic whole than resulted at the hands of 
De la Laing. The hardy explorer, who ex- 
tended French claims so widely on the new 
continent, must have been of different’ pro- 
portions to have withstood the hardships of 
his explorations. The statue is mounted on 
a pedestal of pink granite and was unveiled 
Oct. 12, 1889. 

An excellent piece of bronze statuary from 
a foreign land is the colossal figure of Carl 
Linnzeus. Swedish-American residents of 
Chicago presented the bronze to Lincoln 
Park and it was unveiled May 23, 1891. The 
statue isa reproduction of thé work of C, 
Dyperman, who executed the original for the 
Swedish Government. The original work is 
erected in Stockholm. The figure is fifteen 
feet high and mounted on a massive granite 
pedestal. At each of four corners of the 
base of the pedestal are four bronze figures 
representing the seasons. The central figure 
of the group is in student’s dress, and 
strong face and thoughtful brow indicate the 
scholarship of the great naturalist. This statue 
stands opposite Fullerton avenue and near 
the Stockton drive, presenting from all sides 
attractive outlines,

What Tschaikowsky would have done in 
fils art had he lived remains with those 
things unsolved. There remains, as indicat- 
ed in this final symphony, that he was on 
the borderland of a further departure from 
the accepted. His passionate desire to live 
and the manner in which he expressed him- 
self on that subject fully bear out the idea. 
That his intent and realization must remain 
ynfalfilled is a severe loss to the world of 
music, a loss which, in the field of Russian 
ereative musical art, is irreparable. 

Tschaikowsky's music, in its passionate 
melancholy and gayety, barbarous and som- 
ber in color by turns, is an epitome of the 
Russian national character. But all that 
he touched was distinguished by an elegance 
that the Russian possesses in a degree sec- 
ond only to the Frenchman. But the Rus- 
sian possesses something more, a sincerity, 
so intense as to prove always convincing. 
it is evidenced in- their literature, their 
sculpture, and their painting. 
come of an odd commingling._of the hard- 
ness of the North, that restrains short of 
any hint of effeminacy, and the sensuous 
love of color and deftness of the East. 

Napoleon is credited with the epigram: 
“Scratch the Russian and you will find the 
Tartar.” That Merimée likely said it; for he 
seems to have said the majority of clever 
things attributed to the personages of that 
day, in nowise affects itstruth. But scarce- 
ly in the way it was purposed. The French 
are apt to mistake hardness for sava¢e- 
ness. It is the very hardness in the Rus- 
sian that makes his redeeming balance. 
The emotional, the passionate, the unre- 


strained are combined in him to the degree of . 


the elemental. Where common sense serves 
its place in the intelligence of the Anglo- 
Saxon the Russian is restrained by hard- 
ness. It is at once his redemption and his 
power in matters artistic. From it he gains 
his boldness and force of conception, to 
which the other side of his nature gives viv- 


idness in execution.

The spirit pervading the first movement of 
Tschaikowsky’s Symphony  ‘‘Pathetic,’’ 
though the moods are many, is one, and 
Jrussian. The Allegro con Grazia is also 
Russian, but in dignity it reaches only to 
the Suite, not to the Symphony. 

A second hearing brings increase in re- 
spect for this movement, but net in advanced 
degree.

LOG EAFTS ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


They Are Five Hundred Feet Long and 
Half as Wide. 

St. Louis Globe Democrat: “ The rafting 
season has practically closed,’’ remarked 
Secretary George Watson of the Lumber- 
man’s Exchange. “‘ The general public has 
little conception of the effect this fact has 
upon the army engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness. The disappearanee of the lofig low 
rafts, moving down the river with a steam- 
boat at either end, tells us as surely that 
winter is nigh as the thermometer kept by 
Prof. Frankenfield. There May be one or 
two small rafts along before the freeze, but 
the rush is over, and with it, the ‘all’s well’ 
and songs of timbermen leisurély inspecting 
the drifting cradles of himber. 

‘‘ It takes very high water to float some of 
the monster rafts boiwnd from the North- 
ern forests to St. Louis; Some of them are 
made up over 500 feetlong and 250 feet 
wide—as a general thing, not more than 
250 wide, owing to the short distance be- 
tween the piers of some of the bridges. The 
raft is made up of a number of sections, 
called cradles, which are bound together by 
ropes. The cradles are drawn so closely to 
each other that little play is allowed in 
reunding an elbow in~ithe river, hence to 
sweep over the sand bars which occur in 
the bends, high water is necessary. The 
usual raft draws from 2% to 3 feet of water. 
A liberal quantity of shingles, laths, and 
lighter material usually caps the raft, giv- 
ing it the appearance of a moving lumber 
yard. 

“More thah ordinary skill is required to 
pilot one of the rafts*safely to its destina- 
tion. Take a raft containing 6.000,000 feet 
of lumber. A steamboat assists to move ft 
along from the rear. The rear boat is 
known as Saturn, A smaller craft, bound 
crosswise to the front end of the raft, 
guides its course, 
here over the river last season amounts 
away up into the millions, and compares 
very favorably with last year’s receipts 
from the same source. The low waters anil 
fall freeze will leave as'many millions more 
waiting above on the banks of the river. 
Few accidents. attend the transportation of 
th< s rafts. 

“One might be led to think that the raft 
builders were thrown out of employment 
during the winter. But such is not the 
case, for thé great timber industry goes on 
in ohe form or another, winter and summer. 
The raft builders become hewers of trees, 
haulers of logs, and stackers of lumber.”’ 


End of a Famous Log Chute. 

One of the most famous log chutes in the West, 
at La Grande, Ore., is to be cut up for cordwood, 
all the timber immetiately tributary to it hav- 
ing been cut away. The ¢hute is one and a half 
miles long from top to bottom. and during ‘its 
period of use more than 8.400.000 feot of jogs 
have coasted through it down the mountain side.

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HE stories of the fabulous wealth 
of Barney Barnato, or Bernard 
Isaacs, the “King of the Kaffirs,”’ 
read like a modernized edition of 
Aladdin’s lamp. They tell how this 
‘little Cheapside Jew” went out 

from London to South Africa with a travel- 
ing circus a few years agd, got in on the 
ground floor when the marvelous Kaffir gold 
mines were discovered, and now dpes not 
know how rich heis. It is generally assert- 
ed that he is the richest man in the world, 
but even that is very indefinite. The lowest 
estimate of his wealth is $100,000,000 and the 
highest ten times that amount. Conserva- 
tive financial experts, who are more in- 
terested in the matter than Barney himself, 
have agreed on the sum of $250,000,000 as the 
approximate value of his belongings. 

Byven that. is a great deal of money, but 
Barney keeps pegging away to make him- 
self secure against any possible want be- 
fore snow flies. Chicago has a great many 
millionaires, but if a dozen of the richest 
were to pool their wealth it would still be 
shy a good many dollars of Barney’s pile. 
The latter has not formulated a plan yet 
for spending his income. There are, no 
doubt, many men in London as well as in 
South Africa who have given him valuablo 
advice on the subject, as well as proffers of 
assistance. But advice is repugnant to 
most men, and is always branded with the 
suspicion of selfishness. The best way to 
get information on a given subject is to 
take it personal. Then you reach a man’s 
true feelings.

Great Men as High School Boys. 

Of the e¢lubs in the union the Irving, prob- 
ably, leads, not only because it is the senior 
club but that its representative, Mr. Kellar, 
won the first prize in the oratorical contest 
in May last. The Irving is old and it is 
proud of its age. It has a history and it is 
proud ofthat, too. It has its archives care- 
fully preserved, and they can be drawn 
forth from their resting place to convince 
the increflulous. Back in 1857, in the misty 
dawn of Chicago High School history, the 
club came into existence. There was no 
West Divisior® High School in those days; 
there was but one:in the city, the “Old Cen- 
tral.”” So the Old Central was the first camp- 
ing ground of the Irving. At first it was di- 
vided into two branches, the Alpha and the 
Qmega. In debates the function of the Alpha 
was to tdke the affirmative and the Omega 
the negative of every question. To this club, 
fike to many of the other good things of 
those days, girls were not eligible. 

Next to its pride in being the second oldest 
High School club in existence, the Irving is 
proud of its ex-Presidents, among them 
George B. Swift, Mayor of Chicago; George 

Davis, ex-Director General of the World’s 
Burnham, Superintendent 
of Architecture of the World's Fair; Luther 
Lafiin Mills; Mr. Bryant, the commercial 
college ; James 
ia physician; James W. Errant, 
Albert G. Lane, Superintendent of Schools, 
and Rosenthal. The archives of 
this club tell of many of the early efforts of 
en who now stand foremost in the

Burnham argued well and strongly for the 
aflirmative, but the judges had their own 
private opinions in the matter. After this 
came in a series, ‘‘Resolved, That the tak- 
ing of Port Royal was ‘the best move the 
government has made,” “‘Resolved, That 
ithe issue of the war depends more upon the 
patriotism of the commanders in the field 
than that of the people,”’ “Resolved, That 
the slaves of the rebels should be freed,” 
**Resolved, That our blockade system is in- 
effective,’ ‘‘Resolved. That the President’s 
message was just the thing for the times,”’ 
and on and.on in this strain the boys of those 
days debated, until the five years of struggle 
were passed, and not in all that time had 
one debate been decided in favor of the 
principles &ntagonistic to those of the stanch 
Unionists. As the condition of national 
affairs sank back into the normal state 
the debates of the Irving again became or- 
dinary in topic. In 1878 the club altered one 
ruling, the girls were admitted to member- 
ship after some strong opposition on the 
part of the boys of Bismarckian principles. 
The club still held its rank foremost among 
those of the city, and seems to have lost 
nothing since the advent of the girls. A 
bright little paper called the Echoes, deal- 
ing in personalities, is its official organ. 


Some of the Other Good Clubs. 


“The Friday Night club” is another so- 
ciety of West Division birth. Its member- 
ship is not restricted to the pupils of the 
school. Its ranks hold teachers from both 
the grammar afd the high schools. This 
club is purely literary inits nature, ani 
makes improvemént of style the leading 
feature of its work and study. It has mem- 
bers of acknowledged literary ability, and 
its friends proclaim a great future for it. 

The Webster Literary club of the North 
Division High School is the second oldest 
in the city. One of its members, H. 8 
Smalley, won the second prize in the orator- 
ical contest in May last. Although the club 
is old the name is comparatively new. Sinco 
its organization twenty years ago it has ex- 
perienced many a rise and fall, but it always 
rose from its wreck, as a rule, with a new 
name. As “The Franklin’ and ‘“‘The Haw- 
thorne”’ it has won honors in the past. In 
1891 its debaters took the championship 
from “‘The Irving,” and in 1898-from ““The 
Ray’ of the Hyde Park High School. Since 
then-the honor has not been contested, but 
has remained peacefully with*The Webster.” 
The special pride of the club is in its musical 
talent. The orchestra under the leadership 
of Prof. Katzenberger stands the first of its 
kind in the city. The*women’s chorus is 
now rehearsing for a cantata to be given at 
the Auditorium. Once each year, near 
Christmas, a reception is given where a 
drama is the opening feature. In its 
matic ability, the society is strong, and, as

The 
boys are given the names of the gentlemen 
in Washington who represent the States, 
and they affect their principles and per- 
sonalities.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S VIEW OF T 
RIPARIAN CONTROVERSY. 


- 


In His Opinion Owners of Property 
Abutting on the Lake Had Clear 
Title to All Accretion Resulting 
from the Construction of Piers—Fa- 
vorable Contrast in' the Business 
Methods of the Dead Statesman and 
Other Practitioners at Law, 

The question of riparian rights in general 
and the accretion of land bordering upon 
Lake Michigan in particular having been 
lately agitated recalls a celebrated case vig- 
orously contested and finally decided by the 
local United States Court and by the Su- 
preme Court at Washington. 

This decision has becomesthe ruling au- 
thority on this subject and has many inter- 
esting features connected with it. 

Besides J. ¥Y. Scammon, Isaac N. Arnold, 
and Buckner 8. Morris. of this bar, there ap- 
pear in it, in strange contrast as to business 
methods, the great Reverdy Johnson of 
Maryland and Abraham Lincoln. 

During the progress of the lawsuit the old 
Roman law and English common law were 
both often appealed to on points never before 
that date presented in America. 

The case is described by a son of the suc- 
cessful defendant in it as follows: 

In the year 1833 a citizen of Buffalo, N. ¥Y., 
purchased a lot of ground on the north side 
of the Chicago River and immediately ad- 
joining Lake Michigan. The purchaser had 
remarked the action of the water at Buffalo 
Harbor and the accretion of land caused by 
the extension of a pier into the lake at that 
place. 

“At that time the Chicago River,” said the 
speaker, producing an old-time map, ‘‘emp- 


tied into the lake in about this manner: 


“My father, the gentleman from Buffalo 
in question, had purchased water lot No. 35 
from Robert A. Kinzie, while a Cincinnati 
gentleman named Johnson became the own- 
er of adjoining lots Nos. 33 and 34. 

“ These lots were each but fifty feet wide 

at the time of their purchase, but on the 
completion of the north pier the accretion of 
lot 35 amounted to several acres. 
-_ “Beveral years subsequent to the pier’s 
completion the accretion’s magnitude at- 
tracted such general attention that govern- 
ment agents claimed it had become the prop- 
erty of the United States. This claim, how- 
ever, was held untenable. 

** Matters were not destined to remain set- 
tled with this decision long, for shortly 
afterwards the owner of lot 34 set upa claim 
to the accretion, declaring as his reason that 
the lake having at one time washed through 
lot 85 and extended to 34 and then refilled 
with sand he felt entitled to his share of the 
accretion. 

‘From this controversy over the owner- 
ship of this strip of land, now valued at mill- 
fous of dollars, proceeded the famous case 
in question. 


Reversed by the Supreme Court. 
“It was tried successively three times, 
with Scammon as counsel, in local courts; 
my father being invariably defeated, and 
at last it was removed to the Supreme Court 
at Washington. ; 
“In spite of failures so repeated, secure in 
a sense of the justice of his cause, my father 
proceeded to Philadelphia to procure, if pos- 
sible, the services of Reverdy Johnson for 
the Washington hearing of it.

In the last number of Black and White 
there was an interview with Alfred F. Yar- 
row, the English shipbuilder, who has the 
distinction of having launched the fastest 
Vessel afloat—a torpedo destroyer for the 
Russian navy. The principal subject touched 
on, of course, was speed at sea, and Mr. Yar- 
row’s remarks were extremely interesting. 
He said:

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION IN LATTER- | 


UTURE OF OCEAN SPEED 
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DAY LITERATURE AT YALE. 


New Books of Living Authors Are Read, 
Criticised, and Recommended Ac- 
cording to Their Worth—In That 
Way Indiscriminate and Desultory 
Reading Has Given Way to Discrim- 
inate And Vigerous Perusal of the 

Best Works of the Decade. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 31.—[Special Cor- 

respondence.}—The honor of offering the 

most popular course in the college curric- 
ulum is apparently to go to one of the 
youngest instructors in Yale. The course 


‘itself. is one of the most unique ever given in 


Yale anil has caused more comment than 
any given therein many years. The instruc- 
tor offering it is Dr. William L. Phelps, and 
the course is one in modern novels, probably 
the first of its kind ever offered in an Ameri- 
can university on the subject. The features 
of the course were outlined by Dr. Phelps 
today as follows: 

‘‘The object of the course is to get members 
of the university to read novels in a dis- 
criminating way. Most men read a thing.

aluminum, for example, instead of steel. In 
all questions of this kind, however, it must 
be borne in| mind that increase of speed 
is largely dependent upon increase‘ of cost. 
The last access of high speed has been main- 
ly brought about by the introduction of 
water-tube boilers—that is to say, boilers in 
which the-water is inside the tubes and the 


fire outside. The great difference between. 


our boilers and those made by other firms 
is that our tubes, being all straight, are 
easily accessible for cleaning and for exam- 
ination. In the case of the elaborately 
curved tubes so often employed it is most 
difficult to remove an obstruction—a com- 
mon occurrence on active service, in spite of 


‘the fact that everything may be perfectly 


satisfactory on a trial trip. . With the 
straight tube, however, any stoppage can 
be immediately cleared. This largely influ- 
ences the speed of a vessel on active service. 
Eighteen years ago our highest speed was 
twenty-one dnd one-half knots—that was in 
the case of a torpedo boat built for the Brit- 
ish Admiralty. That vessel was half the 
length of our latest torpedo boat, Destroyer. 
Since that date we have been steadily in- 
creasing our speed by means of triple com- 
pound engines ‘and: higher boiler pressure, 
with the result that we have today a vessel 
doing over thirty knots per hour.” 

“Is another such rapid increase in speed 
to be expected in the future?’’ 

This last jump, due to the employment of 
water-tube boilers, will probably carry us 
about thirty-five knots. Any further in- 
crease of speed will be obtained through 
some possible but unforeseen _invention 
which, so far as I know, is not in sight of 
engineers at the present time. It is not 
rash to prophesy an increase of five knots 
within the next decade.”’ 

“To whom! is due the credit of inventing 
the torpedo-destroyer?”’ 

‘It is not an invention,’’ replied Mr. Yar- 
row, “it is an enlargement of the torpedo 
boat. Unlike the torpedo boat, however, 
the torpedo-destroyer is capable of forming 
part of fleet pperations—it is self-dependent. 
That cannot be said of the torpedo boat, 
which. necessarily precedes it.’’ 

“What.part do you think the torpedo- 
destroyer will play in future naval opera- 
tions ?’’ 

“It must become an essential part of every 
navy. Its value was proved at Wei Hai Wel 
and Port Arthur. Its popularity is best 
proved by the fact that foreign governments 
are already taking steps to acquire vessels 
of this class. Indeed, this type will affect 
the whole navy, as the improvements made 
ir. it can be effected on a larger scale on ail 
kinds of warships.” 


French Vessels Lead in Speed. 


“Which navy can now be said to possess 
the fastest war vessels afloat?’’ 

“As matters stand now both Russia and 
France have vessels of the class I have been 
referring to superior in speed to those of the 
British navy. <A vessel belonging to the 
French navy is sald to have attained a still 
higher speed than the Russian torpedo-de- 
stroyer Sokol that we turned out the other 
day. But without an exact comparison of 
load-carry and duration of trial it is impossi- 
ble to form ia comparative estimate. There 
can be no doubt that the greater dimensions 
of the Sokol as compared with the French 
boat would! secure it many advantages in 
speed and séa-going qualities.’’ 

‘‘Leaving the question of warships, cannot 
an improvement be looked for in the case of 
ocean passenger vessels?’’ 

“Probably not to the same-extent. In a 
passenger vessel space could not be afforded 
for suitable machinery. We have always 
found, however, that passenger steamers 
keep following up and adopting the princi- 
ples employed in torpedo boats. When the 
latter had 4 top speed of twenty-one and a 
half knots, Atlantic liners were only doing 
thirteen to fourteeen knots. Today the Lu- 
cania and Campania steam twenty-one 
knots, and this is solely due to the construct- 
ors of these large vessels following out what 
they have seen to be possible tn torpedo boat 
construction.”’ 

“ Do you consider, then, that the Atlantic 
passage can be further reduced?” 

“ Unquestionably; and it will come before 
long. When the Atlantic passage was of 
fourteen days’ duration it was easy enough 
to knock off a couple of days. That, of 
course, is impossible now. It can only be a 
question of'a few hours. But this can be 


attained by the employment of water-tube 


boilers and' by an increase in size. Every 
important cemaking Atlantic liner will 
be bigger than the last. There will be in- 
creased steam pressure and reduced weight 
—the latter due to the employment of lighter 
and stro material. Aluminum will take

The best 
literary thought of the day is going Into it, 
and certainly the-yyoung men of Yale should 
put theiz time into something that repre- 
sents thg best thought. Let a new novel, 
‘Trilby,’ for instance, come out. Ask a 
young man who has read it whether he 
thinks ittis good, bad, or indifferent. Some 
young mn will say one and some another 
thing. Ask them why they dan’t tell you. 
The great object of my course is to read the 
modern novel as the most important form of 
literary art; to study it as we study poetry 
or the drama; to trace in a novel the current 
tendencies of thought. The study of the 
novel should be a study of the spirit of the 
times, for the man who reads the novel of 
today keeps track of not only the tastes of 
the times, but of the spirit and the ten- 
dencies of the.times. 

“In order that a desirable form of expres- 
sion may be cultivated by the students of 
the course each member is obliged to bring 
in a written review of the novel read before 
the lecture is begun, thus. giving him not 
only training in novel reading but also in 
rhetoric and composition, and I will state 
that a student’s review must always be per- 
sonal, not impersonal; nof a synopsis, but a 
criticism. , 


been made on the course was that of a 
paper ich said editorially that I was not 
wise to teach modern novels when there 
are so many established classics. To this I 
would answer that the novels read in my 
class are not centrasted with the classics, 
but with the cheap, sensational novels that 
the men would read otherwise: There are 
a dozen courses in Yale in classical litera- 
ture. In fact, I offer several myself. Peo- 
ple will| read many novels anyway, and 
should read the best ones. The courseisa 
recognition of the dignity of the novel of 
today, and an acknowledgment that the 
writers of the greatest earnestness and lit- 
erary power express themselves in that way 
at present. The dignity ef the contemporary 
novel should be upheld. Because a thing is 
old is no conclusive reason why it is better 
than the contemporary novel. It is a com- 
mon complaint that college graduates can- 
not go out into the world and discuss the 
literature of their own day. They should 
certainly be able to do so. 

**To make this course as contemporaneous 
as possible every author studied will be a 
living writer, except Stevenson and Tur- 
_gineff, and in the case of the former his re- 
cent death has brought his works into such 
prominence that the effect is the same as if 
he were alive, and in the case of the latter 
he gives such a faithful picture of Russian 
life he cannot be overlooked. 

“As a rule only one novel by each author 
will be read. The novel may not necessarily 
be his best, but it will be the most repre- 
sentative for the purposes of the course. 
In the case of a few authors, however, 
where it is necessary to study artistic 
growth, two or more novels will be taken up. 
Where an author has an ‘early’ anda ‘late 
period,’ such as Tolstoi or Bjornson, each 
period will be studied. 

“The year’s work will consist of thirty 
novels, and, although the course demands 
much time on the part of the members, no 
complaint has yet been made. The men say 
that they read novels at odd times, and that 
this course merely substitutes the methodic- 
al or systematic for desultory reading. The 
order in which novels are read is selected 
after careful deliberation, as, for example, 
‘Marcella,’ ‘A Modern Instahce,' and ‘Esther 
Waters,’ are read in succession because they 
represent three kinds of realism... They will 
be followed by ‘A Gentleman of France’ and 
‘Treasure Island’ to show the sharp con- 
trast between the realistic novel and the his- 
torical—romance and the story of ad- 
venture.”’ 

The actual membership of the class in mod- 
ern novels is 258, the number being made 
up from the junior and senior classes. Be- 
sides these there are about fifty persons who

There will be examinations on the novels 
read at Christmas and also next June. It is 
a peculiar fact that the course is being read 
not only all over America but also as far 
away as the Hawatian Islands.

‘BICYCLE BUILT FOR NINE. 


DESTINED TO ANNIHILATE SPACE 
AND TIME ALIKE. 


It Is a California Wonder and Will 
Cover a Mile in Twenty Seconds— 
Faster than the Fastest Train—The 
High Gear of 225 Will Make Possi- 
ble This Phenomenal Record- 
Smashing Speed—Expert’s Calcula- 
tions Show How It Will Perform. 

New York World: Time is now to be an- 
nihilated by the “nonaplet,” or the bicycle 
built for nine, which is the latest novelty in 
the cycling world. Manned by nine “scorch- 
ers,” this machine is said to be capable of 
covering a mile in twenty seconds, or twelve 
seconds better than the best railroad record 
for the distance. This is also faster than the 
fastest horse and faster than any bird. 

Three miles a minute! The brain whirls at 
the thought. It is even claimed that the 
‘nonaplet” can beat twenty seconds if it 
were possible to secure a crew of riders who 
could sit on the wheel during such a dizzy 
flight, or if it could be established that respi- 
ration would be possible at such a speed. 
But it is well known that the New York Cen- 
tral engineer who ran the mile in thirty-two 
seconds had no difficulty in the matter of 
respiration. This new flying machine, like 
many other wonders, is a California crea- 
tion. The inventor is Alfred Thompson. 
The machine is built of aluminum and 
weighs 180 pounds, It has a 30-inch wheel. 
and its gear will be 225. 

The Fastest Mile on a Wheel. 

Herein lies the secret of its phenomenal 
speed. A “quad,” or bicycle for four, 
manned by the Delmas-Smith-Jones-Davis 
team, made a mile in one minute and thirty- 
five seconds even, or one-half second faster 
than the horse Salvater, the holder of the 
world’s record for the mile made at Mon- 
mouth Park Aug. 28, 1890. 

The best mile ever made on a bicycle was 
by Edwards of California last spring. On 
that occasion he was paced by the ‘‘quad’’. 
team above named. The object of “pacing” 
a cyclist with a tandem or “‘quad” is to break 
the wind for the racer. He follows closely 
in the vacuum thus created, and thus has 
the advantage of suction as well as absence 
of wind resistance. The time—1:35—made 
by the ‘‘quad” is thus better really than that 
made by Edwards. 

This ‘‘quad’’ was geared at ninety. As the 
speed increases with the gearing it will not 
be a difficult matter to calculate the normal 
speed of a machine geared at 225 to be a 
mile in 38 seconds. From that point the 
skill and speed of the riders must enter into 
the calculation. 

In order to understand the possibilities of 
this wonderful machine it is necessary to 
know what is meant by the term “‘bicycle 
gear.”’ The gear of a safety having wheels 
twenty-eight inches in diameter is arrived 
at by dividing the number of teeth in the 
large sprocket by the number of teeth in 
the small sprocket, which is on the hub of 
the rear wheel, and multiplying the quotient 
by the diameter of the whéel. For instance. 
18 [teeth of large sprocket] divided by 8 
{teeth of small sprocket] equals 2%: this 
multiplied by 28 [diameter of wheel] equals 
63, the diameter in inches of an imaginary 
wheel, each revolution of the pedal of which 
would cover a lateral distarice of 16.48 feet. 

The Secret of Gearing. 

The circumference of a wheel of 63-inch 
gear is 197.92 inches the circumference of 
the circle described by the foot on an 8-inch 
crank is 50.26 inches. For each inch trav- 
eled by the foot there is a progression of the 
wheel of 3.94 inches. Were the crank 6% 
inches the progression would be 4.84 inches. 
The apparent gain by the long crank*in 
power is therefore nullified by the greater 
toot motion. 

The principle of dynamics is well known, 
A bicycle is a road engine driven by human 
power and comes under the same laws 
as the locomotive. Freight engines have 
low gears in the sense that the cranks 
are comparatively near the rims of the 
driving wheels, while express locomotives 
have a short stroke, or what would repre- 
sent high gear in a bicycle. 

By comparison it will be noticed that if 
an ordinary 25-inch wheel of 63 gear covers 
1644 feet with each revolution of the pedal 
a wheel geared to 189 would with each revo- 
lution of the pedal cover three times the 
distance, or 49% feet. It would be impossi- 
ble for less than nine ordinary men to fur- 
nish the short stroke or high gear power 
necessary to maintain the 225 gear. 

A World reporter has interviewed a num- 
ber of experts in bicycle construction, and 
they agree that there is nothing impossible 
in the claims of the builder of the Califor- 
nia ‘“‘nonaplet.’”’ Bicycle machinery is as 
a of development as that of locomo- 

ves. 

The fastest railroad mile on record was 
made by the Empire Express on the New 
York Central and Hudsen River railroad 
May 11, 1893, in a run of one mile from Crit- 
tenden west. This mile was made in 32 sec- 
onds, and was at the rate of 112% miles an 
hour. This was done with locomotive 
‘“999,"" afterwards exhibited at the World’s 
Fair. The engineer was Charles Hogan. 


Lives of Riders in Danger. 


Since John 8. Johnson, by wheeling a mile 
in 1:35 2-5, beat the great Salvator’s record 
of 1:3544, no less than five professionals have 
beaten the horse, yet no horse has beaten 
Salvator. And how four men ona quad beat 
Salvator’s time, making their own pace, that 
is wheeling with all the disadvantages of 
wind, There is a difference in the Class A 
record as given in the World’s Almanac of 
1895 of over 22 seconds between ‘the paced 
and unpaced bicycle. 

A claim that it is safe is not advanced for 
this bicycle that is to make the race horse 
seem a snail. The men who will ride it will 
actually take their lives in their hands. In 
proof of this are the accounts of the Delmas- 
Smith-Jones-Davis “‘quad’’ team perform- 
ance in California. The Wheel of New 
York says when the team made their best 
time half a second better than the fast horse, 
after making their mile they could not stop 
their machine. At the awful speed they 
dared not attempt to back-pedal for fear of 
being hurled from the seat and dashed to 
pieces, and the machine ran several miles 
along the straight, level road. When the 
riders alighted from their perilous positions 
their faces were blanched the hue of death, 
so great had been the nervous strain and the 
fear of accident—always imminent—which 
would pitch them to destruction. ‘All four 
of the strong, skillful wheelmen were so 
prostrated that they did not attempt to ride 
for weeks, . 


PERFORMS WONDERS WITH GAD WHIP. 


How a Viennese Has Made It an In- 
astrument of Death. 


San Francisco Chronicle: A decided sen- 
sation has been created in Vienna by a man 
who probably. stands alone in the 
world in his particular line of per- 
formance. This gentleman’s name is 
Piskslug, and he is an Austro-Hun- 
garian by birth. He is an expert, or rather 
a aac artist, in the use of the gad 
whip. 

The first thing he does is to take a long- 
lashed, stout-handled whip in each hand, 
and with orchestral accompaniment proceed 
to crack or snap them ataterrificrate. The 
sound made by his whips in this manner is 
graduated froma noise like a rifle report to 
the soft click of a billiard ball. It makes a 
curious sort of music, and serves to show 
how he can regulate the force of each stroke. 
More interest, however, is evinced when he 
seizes a vicious-looking gad whip with an ab- 
normally long lash. It is provided with a 
very heavy handle of medium length, end- 
ing in a crook. This is his. favorite, -and 
what he can do with it is really wonderful. 
He first gives an idea of what fearful force 
there lies in a’ whip lash in the hands of an 
expert.

New York Herald: This is the age of ma- 
chinery, and the genius of mechanism per~- 
yades all departments of life. It is, however, 


pone the less startling to be confronted with 


apparatus which lays hold,on you in what- 
soever manner you desire, strokes you gent- 
ly, pats you, shakes you, twists you, in fine, 
manipulates you as you please, and that so 
gently arid so daintily that your nerves 
give no hint of rebellion. To be sure, the ap- 
pliances have the air of relics from the tort- 
ures of the Inquisitign, but that is only an- 
other evidence of the deceitful characteris- 
tics of a arances. 

These apparatos are the invention of Dr. 
G. Zander of Stockholm, who has spent the 
bulk of his life in perfecting his system of 
mechanico-therapeutic contrivances for the 


‘treatment of disease and for the general de- 


velopment of the physique. To a great ex- 
tent and in their more novel forms the in- 
struments are designed to afford mechanical 
substitutes for massage—manipulation by 
human attendants. 

Within thé last twenty years massage has 
come to be recognized as of marvelous worth 
in the treatment of the human body for its 
restoration or for its development. That it 
has been made the means of abuses does not 
detract from its value where judiciously 
employed. It may be said that massage in 
simple form has been practiced by all men 
of all times, as, for illustration, in rubbing 
and friction, but its scope has been so much 
enlarged and its importance so much es- 
teemed of late that it is practically the in- 
vention of the generation. For its proper 
service it is essential that the operators 
should possess a variety of abilities, which, 
unfortunately, are not commonly united in 
one person. Dr. Zander has sought to unite 
the desired qualities artificially in mechanic- 
al appliances and he has succeeded marvel-

ously. The inventor by his medical training 
was conversant with all the peculiarities of 
the human anatomy, a knowledge which he 
made the guide in the construction of his 
apparatus. The ordinary masseur knows 
little or nothing about joints, sinews, and 
organs, and asa result his services lose their 
value in great part. The instruments are 
so carefully considered and skillfully ad- 
justed that their work is beyond criticism. 

The most curious of the instruments are 
those for the passive movements. These are 
designed for those invalids unable to endure 
the exertion of active movements, and they 
are designed also for those others who are 
so lazy that they will not endure the work 
of ordinary physical gymnastics. One of 
these machines is the saddle horse, Itisa 
luxurious bit from a merry-go-round in form, 
and is made for either man or woman. The 
patient mounts it, a lever is moved, and the 
patient is on his travels. He does not travel 
forward, but up, then down, and that is all. 
The exact movement of a trotting gait is re- 
produced, and it may be regulated to.the 
slightest staccato movement or the wild rise 
and fall of a bucking bronco.

| FORTUNES ARE WASTED IN SCRAP IRON. 


Small Matters in Which Railroads 
Might Increase Their Dividends, 

Railway Master Mechanic: ‘Even upon 
roads where proper facilities for handling 
scrap are furnished, we finda lack of appre- 
ciation on the part of many officers of the 
importance of thoroughly and frequently 
collecting old material, especially iron. 
While certain yards and portions of the right 
of way are picked up weekly or even daily, 
at other points on the same line once a year 
may be considered often enough for a gen- 
eral cleaning up. The consequence is, under 
the latter conditions, that we find large 
quantities of iron sinking into the ground 
or being covered up with grass, weeds, or 
rubbish. Too much importance is often at- 
tached to the cost of labor for proper scrap 
collection, but a laborer going over every 
foot of ground, say every other day, will 
save y times his wages by saving mate- 
rial which would be lostorstolen. 

In ‘one/case recently the experiment was 
made of sending a laborer out for one-half 
day, 7 instructions to pick or rather dig 
up only iron as was seen partly buried 
in ground. The result was that in the

P, O'CONNOR, in Weekly Sun, 
devotes a page to Mr. Beatty- 
Kingston’s “A Journalist's Jot- 
tings.”’ . These form the latter gift- 
@ ed gentleman’s impressions and 
experiences while in active news- 
paper work, and the discerning ‘Tay Pay” 
skims the eream from Mr. Beatty-Kingston’s 
pan of rich literary milk. Hesays: — | 
As these who have the pleasure of his ac- 
quaintance know, Mr. Beatty-Kingston is an 
accomplished musician, and his early days 
were largely devoted to the cultivation of his 
musical tastes. This brought him into con- 
tact with some of the greatest musicians of 
histime. One of those whom he was privileged 
to meet was Mendelssohn, and this is how the 
great composer impressed the child—as Mr. 


Beatty-Kingston then was: 
Leaning against the nearer of the two instru- 


ments, and engaged in animated conversation * 


with a young lady of striking appearance . . . 
was a somewhat slightly-built Tian of middle 
height, with extremely handsome, regular feat- 
ures, dark wvair curiing round a high forehead, 
and the brightest pair of eyes I had ever looked 
upon, onyx-like in clearness and color, but 
gleaming with a live luster never given out by 
any precious stone. As I had already sepn this 
brilliant being in public, and watched him with 
the deepest interest as he wielded the conductor's 
baton at one of the philharmonic concerts, | in- 
stantly recognized him, and stood gazing at him 
with a passionate admiration that, for a few mo- 
ments, fairly bewildered me. 

The friends and admirers of Beatty-King- 
ston’s precocious talents had been faring 
enough to ask him to play before the great 
master, and he did so with much success, in 
spite of his horrible nervousness; and here is 
a piece of advice which Mendeissohn gave 
that may be useful to other young musicians: 

Then he spoke of Mozart’s wonderful capacity 
for sight-reading in the days of his early chiid- 
hood, and said: “Ifyou want to make music a 
source of life-long happiness, be careful to exer- 
cise yourself constantly in piaying a prima vista. 
You should make a point of reading something at 
sight every day; there is plenty of printed music, 
old and new. To acquire perfect exetutioh a 
great repertoire would be of the first importance 
if you were intended to earn your bread by play- 
ing in public, but 1 hear that is not so, and there- 
fore I advise you to cultivate sight-reading, ftom 
which you will derive an enjoyment only to be 
exceeded by the pleasure of listening to faultless 
performances of fine musical works.” 

A Constitution in Infancy. 

Itisa long way from Mendelssohn ina 
Londen drawing-room to Francis Joseph, as 
he was going to be crowned King of Hungary 
ufter the defeat at Sadowa had made inev- 
itable the concession to Hungary of her long- 
denied rights. The description of the scene 
is very graphic; and I am sorry that I can’t 
give more thana giimpse or two ofit. It 
brings before one’s mind that curious mixt- 
ure of the old and the new which bejongs to 
Hungary to learn of some of the probiems 
that worried the brand-new Ministers ofa 
brand-new Constitution. For instance, there 
was an inaugural diploma, which greatly 
puzzled Hungary’s new rulers. 

Accord.ng to Magyar constitutional traditions 
it was absolutely necessary*that the diploma 
should be engrossed upon the skin of a dog, 
specially prepared for that purpose. All the 
crown lawyers were of opinion that the legiti- 
macy of the coronation ceremony would be fa- 
tally affected. by the ‘substitution ot any other 
material for t prescribed by immemorial 
usage. It was not, however. till June 1 that 
Andrassy and his colleagues were reminded that 
they had forgotten all about the diploma dog, 
which had not then even been slaughtered, far 


‘jess flayed. The dilemma was a tremendous one; 


butit was carefully kept from public knowl- 
edge, and eventually the dipioma—which Deak 
himself drew up and showed to me in draft—was 
inscribed upon a piece of vellum. 

There was almost as great a difficulty about 
the great seal. 

Unfortunately the only available great seal 
was one on which, among the Kaiser's many 
titles, appears that of * King of Lombardy cnd 
Venetia,” as well as the escutcheons of both 
these rrovinces, which, something less thana 
twelvemonth previously, had man gs! ceased to 
belong tothe Austrian Empire. lt would have 
been utterly unconstitutional to confirma State 
document of supreme moment by appending to it 
a seal setting forth untruthful statements and 
delusive heraldic insignia, On the other hand 
nn seal-engraver in the dual realm would un- 
dertake to execute a great seal in a week; so the 
much-exercised ministry was compelled to give 
orders that the redundant tities and shields 
should be b!ocked out of the old signet. Hence 
the seal ultimately set upon the King’s corona- 
tion manifesto displayed three bewildering 
bianks, and continues to do 30, I have no doubt, 
at the present moment, 

The Coronation at Buda Pesth., 

Everybody who has ever been at a great 
ceremony knows that it has ity burlesque side 
as well as ita magnificent. The coronation 
ceremony at Buda Pesth was not free from 


| this, as the two following incidents will show: 


The famous sword was tvonfided to Count Ed- 
mond Zichy, who bore it to the state coach, on 
the front seat of which he reverently depusited 
it. Francis Joseph rode from the Pfarrkircie to 
the Garrison Church, where the nextactof the 
ceremony took p.ace—the conferment of the Or. 
der of the Golden Spur upon twenty-two Magyar 
noblemen, who received the accolade of knight- 
hood from the King’s band. The roadway be- 
tween the two churches was covered by tri- 
colored cloth, which, in conformity with imme- 
morial usage, became a perquisite of the popu- 
lace as soon as the hoofs of the Coronation 
charger had passed over it. Accordingly, as his 
Majesty rode forward, the crowd broke through 
the lines behind him and took possession of their 
prescriptive property, tearing the cloth into 
shreds, until its very last tatter had vanished 
from the surface of the stony street. Then came an- 
other tumultous tussle, provoked by the Finance 
Minister's distribution of “Coronation Money.” 
Mounted on a superb charger, the future Pre- 
mier scattered broadcast among the seething 
multitude a hundred golden ducats, and three 
thousand silver meda]s struck sxpoeey for the 
occasion. Even the soldiers broke fheir ranks, 
dropped their firelocks, and joined in the su- 
preme scramble. 

And, finally, of this great day the following 
incident is well worth noting: 

At the Coronation banquet, held some hours 
later in the Castie of Ufen, their Majesties ate 
nothing; but, just before the first course was 
served, the King stood u raised on high a 
golden cup filled with red Hungarian Wine, and 
after exciaiming, “Eijen a hazal’ (* Long live 
the country ’’) drained its contents. and set it 
down amid a storm of cheering. The last words 
uttered by Batthyany before he was shot dead by 
a firing party of Austrian soldiers, in 1848, were 
the first words spoken by Francis Joseph after 
the completion of the Coronation coremony in 
1867. Between those two ejaculations had in- 
Lervened a period of painful and calamitous mis- 
understanding between the Magyars and their 
rightful sovereign: but at last prince and people 
had agreed to meet in amity, and, on @ither part, 
the reconciliation achieved was co 
cere. The martyred patriot’s dying breath was 
echoed by a newly crowned King, and nearly 
twenty years of misery and oppression were 
effaced from ‘a ¢hapter of Hungary’s history 
had been written in the hearts’ blood of her 
bravest sors, — 

: Victor Emmanuel. 


It will have been seen already that the 
brilliant representetive of so potent a journal 
as the Daily Telegraph had plenty of oppor- 
tunities of meetimg royalties, This also is 
one of the marks of the change ia the posi- 
tion of the press to which I have already ad.

to hold back, in the face of the certainty that 
an advance on Rome meant the outbreak of 
a war in France. I am talking of 18¢7. But 
though the Piedmiontese King was unable to 
countenance Garibaldi, it was a difficult mat- 
ter to interfere with him, and a still more dif- 
ficult matter to arrest him. Mr. Beatty-King- 
ston gives an amusing picture of how the Ital. 
ian diplomatists of Victor Emmanuel man- 
aged to get out of the dilemma: 
From the Pitti I drove straight 
according to promise, told him the King 
had received ‘me very kindly. “ Probably,” he 
remarked, “his Majesty has hinted to you his 
intentions, witn which I believe | am acquainted. 
Sol will only ask you one question: Did he say 
anything about Garibaldi having been here?’’ I 
answered, ** Yos,”’ and the King had men- 
tioned his refusal to authorize the Liberator’s ar- 
rest. **I’il tell youa good story about that, which 
will make itclear to you how the King facili- 
tated Garibaldi’s departure yesterday afternoon 
without compromising himself or his gov- 
ernment. As soon as our Chief of Po- 
lice here was informed of Garibaldi’s ar- 
rival’ he applied to me—I was stiil pro- 
visionally in charge of State affairs-- 
for instructions, inquiring whether the General 
should be arrested or not. J replied that, hav- 
ing resigned office, I could not undertake the re- 
sponsibility of so grave a political act as the re- 
arrest of Garibaldi, abd that he uad better ask 
Cialdini. To Cialdini, penordinasy went the 
Chief of Police: and Cialdini told him that ‘he 
had not yet succeeded in forming a Cabinet, 
and really could not undertake the respon- 
sibility.’ etc... come sopra. In despair, Sig. 
—— drove to the Pitti, and asked andience 
of the King, who at once received him, 
I believe in the very room you were 
shown into today. He humbly begged 
his Majesty to instruct himin his duty. Look- 
ing fixedly at him the King took out his cigar- 
case, selected and lit a cigar, and turned away to 
an open window, out of waich he p ad to 
lean and smoke calmly, not having uttered a 
single word. The Chief of Police waited respect- 
fully for several minutes, presumably under the 
impression that his Majesty was thinking what 
he should answer, Presently he ventured to 
renew his preted f As, however. the royal silence 
remained unbroken, and the King did not even 
turn his head, but continued gazing at space, 
and puffing at his cavour, Sig. —— noiselessly 
withdrew, and Garibaldi was iet alone.” 


Pius IX, 


Mr. Beutty-Kingston had the privilege of 
meeting both the present and the late Pope, 
and he carried very pleasant impressions of 
both, though it would be hard to find more 
contrasted personalities, Ths is how Pius 
IX. impressed the correspondent: 

Presently, though the doorway indicated by 
the chamberlain, there entered a portly, elderly 
gentieman of ruddy countenance and benevolent 
expression, attired in a long, white robe, fas- 
tened round his body by a girdie, to which was 
attached a plain black rosary. He was attended 
by a middie-aged ecclesiastic in a biack silk suit 
and purple stockings. This dignitary. however. he 
at once dismissed by a wave of the hand, which 
he then graciously held out to me, saying, in 
French, “Il am glad to see yon; Englishmen are 
always welcome here.’’ 

I am giad to learn that Pius IX. had a high 
opinion of the linguistic talents of English- 
men. 

‘* It has often surprised me,” he said, ‘‘ to hear 
Englishmen speaking Italian with extraordinary 
me cess correctness, and good accent. There is 
your metas ba 7 (¥ compatriot, Mr. Russell, for 
instance—his Italian is simply wonderful. Your 
guns statesman, Mr. Gladstone, again—he speaks 

talian with amazing purity, and his Latin is 
quite Ciceronian; much more classical and ele- 
gant than the Latin spoken by poor Italian 
priests like mysoif.”’ 


An Absurd Superstition. 


Mr. Beatty-Kingston, who knows Rome 
well—both the Rome of the Popes andthe 
Rome of today—confirms tho story that Pius 
IX, was regarded as having the * evil eye ’’— 
a story I had often heard, but never saw in 
such authentic shape as in this volume. This 
produced gn extraordinary contrast between 
the attitude to the Pope of native Italians and 
of foreigners, which Mr. Beatty-Kingston is 
not slow to notice: 

Even the upper class of Romans entertained 
this absurd superstition twenty-five years ago, 
and, I daresay, does so still. I know that several 
times Roman ladies—orthodox and “ practicing” 
Catholies—with whom I have been walking or 
driving in the Eternal City, as soon as they 
caught a distant glimpse of the Pope's escort in 
any main thoroughfare, hurried up some side 
street, or. vicolo, in. order to avoid meeting him, 


to Rattazzi’s, 


.or turned sharp round and remained averted 


from his presence as be passed by, fearing to in- 
cur baneful biight of his ‘mal’ 
oeshio.” [ have. seen women of the lower 
orders at his approach snatch up the children 
toddiing by them, huddle up their faces in 
shawls, and crouch dewn in doorways, closing 
their eyes while making the sign of conjuration 
with both hands, in the hope of neutraiizing thé 
Papal jettatura. Whenever he drove out, or 
stroiled upon the Pincio, foreigners waylaid him, 
hustled one another for front places on either 
side of his path, and kneit in the mud or dust to 
court his aposto.ic benediction. Meanwhile the 
born Romans shrank away into alleys, archways, 
and shops. Moreover, ou ceremonial occasions 
calling for his appearance in St. Peter's, they 
shunned the Basilica as though it had been a 


azar house. ' 
Leo XIII, 


It was many years afterwards that Mr. 
Beatty-Kingston saw the present Pope, and 
here is how the difference between the two 
Pontiffs struck him: 

In manner, as well as in appearance, the reign- 
ing Pontiff offers a striking, and in more than 
one respect advantageous, contrast to his imme- 
diate predecessor, Pius 1X., of whom during his 
long pontificate, I twice had audience. The late 
Pope, when I knew him, was a vigorous old man 
of burly presence and jovial manner, liking to 
question rather than to be questioned, and dis- 
playing a marked predilection for **le petit mot 

ur rire ’’—of his own saying, of course, for what 

ayman would dare to make jokes or even say 
“good things’’ toa Pope? Leo XIIL is slightly 


built, rage ening, exceedingly grave in man- 


ner, and dignified of bearing. is features are 
strongly marked, but finely proportioned; his 
cheeks and lofty brow are almost colorless— 


‘‘sicklied o’er by the pale cast of thought.” ' 


When his face is in absolute repose its expression 
seems to betoken that he is reflecting profoundly 
but mournfully. When lighted up by one of his 
peculiarly fascinating smiles, however. it beams 
with gentle benevolence and tender loving-kind- 
ness. Altogether it is one of the most interest- 
ing, attractive, and memorable physiognomies I 
have dver yet contemplated. That Leo XIII. is 
one of the most amiable as well as intellectual 
of living potentates no one who has seen him 
smile and heard him speak can doubt. But con- 
sciousness of power and strength of will are no 
less manifestin the glance of his bright eye and 
the tone of his clear voice {than is geniality of 
temperament. 


A Talk with Bismarck,

Cases That Illustrate. 
To illustrate what I have said I will quote at

They happened in Italy, but 
a little research in the court records of the 
United States of America, of Germany, or 
England will bring to light numerous similar 
incidents of jurymen’s incapacity for judging 
crimes thatare the outcome of love or pas- 
sion. 

‘* A man was accused before the Assizes to 
have murdered his little child by pouring a 
quantity of vitricl down her throat. He had 
but’to say that he committed the crime in 
order to save her from poverty to gain his 
acquittal. 


Some months ago I presented the following 


case to a jury of twelve men, brave and true: 
A roué, good-for-nothing, through and 
through gambler and profligate into the bar- 
gain, married a beautiful but thoroughly re- 
spectable dancer, of whom he soon tired, be- 
cause she was unwilling to further his plans. 
He left his bride without means, spending bis 
money with low companions, and to save her- 
self from starvation the poor woman was 
obliged to sell her jewels, one piece after an- 
other. When, in the course of time, this 
‘gentleman ”’ discovered a sum of money in 
his wife’s possession which he had not given 
her he reproached her with cynical! allusions, 
saying that he was glad she had come around 
to his way of thinking. The honest woman 
protested her innocence and the husband, be- 
coming enraged and perhaps also being dis- 
appointed, knocked her down and whipped 
her to death, The above were the true cir- 
cumstances, yet the scoundrel was acquitted, 
because, so argued the intelligent jurors, 
when he commutted the crime his mind was 
filled with dreadful suspicions, ** he had 
reason to suspect. his wife of unfaithfulness,”’ 
so that he acted on irresistible impulse. 


Where Conviction Was Sure. 


There we have a true woman dishonored in 
her grave—in the following case a dishonest 
creature is deciared a sort of heroine by the 
jury’s queer reasoning: An abandoned wom- 
an had gathered in a pure and rich young 
man fifteen years ber juniorin point of age 
and thirty in respect to knowledge of the 
world, The foolvfa boy was persuaded to 
promise her marriage, but eoon afterwards 
fel! ill, and comimg under the influence of his 
good mother renbunced the engagement. 
Lhe woman tried hier utmost to win back her 
lover, and to escape her entreaties Aifredo 
decided to go upon atour of the world. As 
he into’ the train a person—the wom- 
an Rosa, disguised in man’s clothes—ap- 
proached him with the words: ‘* Wiil you 
marry me or not?” » Alfredo impatientiy 
turned away; asecond later a revolver in 
Rosa’s hand was discharged and the bullet 
hit. not the former lover, but one of his 
friands, wounding him fataliy. Witness the 
scene in court. Rosa, all in black, with pallid 
face, haying undergone a rejuvenating proc- 
ess, theatrical'y repeats the words that her 
stnart lawyer has written down for her: ** Yes, 
Il intended to kiil him and myself,too, Let 
me die, gentlemen of the jury, | cannot live 
without my Aliredo.’’ Rosa was liberated at 
once, 

Still another case in point...An honest me- 
chanic, Gaetano Forza, who for years has 
lived happily with his family, providing boun- 
tifuily tor his wile and children, feil into‘the 
nets of a bad woman, who, after a while, 
gained complete mastery of the unhappy 


man to the extent that he left his home, living 


pway for over a year, while his wife and chii- 
dren came near starving. In the eng the 
couple quarreled and Guetano returned to his 
family, who received him with open arms. 
But their joy could not be of loag duration. 
* The furor of love’? had gainea comp.ete 
possession of the once virtuous aad contented 
man, and though he kept away from his 
charmer he spent his days and nights think- 
ing of her. He beganto negiect his work and 
naturally landed into the osteria (saloon), 
There one evening he met the woman that 
had destroyed his home. She smiled upon 
him, drank with him, and soon had her arms 
around him. At this moment, quite acci- 
dentaliy, the wife came to the saloon to fetch 
ber husband away, as she was in the habit of 
doing. Unbeknown to the lovers she witnessed 
the scene, and ** vengeance’’ cried her heart 
—**yengeance’”’ for the loss of her husband. 
She runs home, grabs the first knife that 
comes in her way, and is about tostart for the 
osteria when her courage fails her. Alas, 
there is haif a bottle of cognac. She empties 
it at one draught and then makes across the 
street where Gaetano and his mistress are 
stiildrinking together. To thrust the knife 
into the profligate woman’s neck ana fall at 
her siae in a dead 
second ortwo. As already intimated, I asked 
the jury to be jenient with this unhappy 
victimn of irresistibie impulse. But the jurors 
would not accept my piea. They sentenced 
the woman toa longterm in the genta! by 
whereupon I appealed the case on a tech- 
nieality. It was brought before a second 
jury, in another district of the country. These 
tweiye gentlemen viewed the matter differ- 
ently and favorably; they acquitted the wom- 
an, but—hide thy head, O, Themis—not be-
